This sheet should be put at the end of your December 1985 Issue of The Fare Box. 

My trip to the West Coast via Amtrak was excellent. Trains were warm and on time 
and everyone was friendly. Again the best part of my trip was the California Zephyr. 
That train ride must be one of the most scenic in the world. Along Clenwood Canyon in 
Colorado, towering mountain peaks rising thousands of feet above us on both sides, the 
roaring Colorado River bearing great chunks of Ice, stalactites of ice hanging from cliffs 
menacingly over our train. Perhaps the most dramatic moment of all was at night we we 
crested the Rockies and suddenly, some 50 miles distant, were the lights of Denver like 
jewels glistening on the plains, far below us. The great train snakes its way thru the 
Rockies, its headlight piercing the darkness, lighting cliffs and Ice and snow, and the 
lights of the cars twisting and turning behind. I wish people who want to dump Amtrak 
could ride this train. It has sometWng of the soul of America with it. 

Everett Mastrich reports finding a token like FL 105 C but with the reverse on both 
sides of the token and different die work. I suspect it's a new issue, and we're investi- 
gating, but it could be a pattern or an error.

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On page 98 of the August 1985 Issue we pictured a new token from Manila, Philip- 
pines, with a heart cut out of its center. Harold Ford asked a friend in his office, who 
Is from Manila, to check on it. She told him that the token is no longer In use, but It 
was used on something called the "Love Bus," hence the heart. However, she then de- 
lighted Harold by giving him a couple of other tokens now In use In Manila, simply in- 
scribed LIGHT RAIL TRANSIT AUTHORITY / FARE / (LOGO) / TOKEN on both sides. 
The token is pictured above, enlarged 2X, it's a thick white metal token, now In use 
on a trolley line In Manila. If one came across this token without knowing its origin, it 
might be presumed to be from the U.S. A. or Canada, because of Its English inscription. 
But it's from Manila. I have written to see if we can get supplies of both this one and 
the Love Bus token. 

Because of the inclusion of the Index and the dues envelope this month I am short 
of space and had to limit the issue to 12 pages. So room for only one more notice. Cyril 
Fox of Melbourne, Australia, reports an apparently unlisted token from Budapest, Hun- 
gary. A 25mm WM token with center hole, it's inscribed B.SZ.K.R.T. / 20 / FORINT- 
BARCA (ARMS & SHIELD) // BUDAPEST. SZEKESFOVAROSI . KOZLEKEDESI .RT (WINGS 
& LIGHTNING BOLTS). He would appreciate any information about the token. Send It 
to the Editor and we'll print it here.

Hot Springs Intracity Transit informed Bill Garrison that 435 N is used only by the Re- 
habilitation Center there, being good for a 75(i fare. They reordered 500 more tokens so that 
they could supply our New Issues Service. Accordingly N.I.S. will send this one to its members 
FL 998 D is exactly like 690 A and B except that it is made of steel. There is no mention 
of steel tokens in the Meyer & Wenthe records, so we must assume the token was nmde as a pat- 
tern some time during World War II. 
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ID S80 D is for low income {people, distributed by the local government in Idaho Falls, 
and redeemed by C.A.'R.T, @ 75^. We believe that the 380 C (blue token) Is a regular issue 
for the public at large. Both of these tokens will be distributed by N.I.S. 

The plastic tokens of Adrian, MI, are not available to the general public, but are used 
exclusively by various social service agencies. We are not certain what each color is for, 
but the limited use of the tokens probably explains why eight of them have been used since 
1078 without, until recently, being known to collectors, N.I.S. will supply the entire set to 
its members, althou^ the number of 5 D obtained was insufficient for all N.I.S. members. 

So about one-third of N.I.S. members will not be able to get 5 D. 

The Baldwin, MI, token was reported by Don McKelvey to me, and (hen also reported 
to John Coffee, The token is used by Yates Dial-a-Ride, which serves Yates Township and sur- 
rounding areas with mini-vans. The token was pictured in the December 1985 Fare Box, It is 
doubtful if N.I.S. will be able to handle this one, but we're still trying. 

MI 515 C was pictured on the last page of the October issue. The tokens are given out 
to its customers by Detroit & Northern Savings Bank, and are good for "demand response type 
bus s'ervice, " which we presume is the same as a dial-a-iide service. The token is also being 
used at Sault Ste. Marie, MI, and quite possibly also at other bank locations in Michigan. This 
token will be supplied by N.I.S. to its members. 

With the name of a hotel on one side and "good for one ride" on the other side, ND 320 L 
looks like a depotel token. But the die work appears much more modern. This hotel also has 
issued parking tokens since the time of World War 11. Mr. Sailor suggests that the 320 h could 
be a taxi token, used by Yellow Cab Taxi Service which, in the 1950* s, had service in that city. 
So not having any information at all on the vintage or exact use of the token, we aren’t giving it 
any value at this time. We hope some member will investigate and give us some answers. 

We know nothing at all about OH 998 N, which appeared in one of Mr. Kirtley's auctions, 
and we do have a rubbing. 

TX 1000 L was issued by the same railroad as 1000 A, but 1000 L is unusual in that 
"twenty five cents" is in script. Mr. Warren also has a 24nun brass token with blank reverse, 
inscribed F & S / G.H. & S.A. / RY. in incuse letters on obverse. He thinks "F&S" could be 
for "food & service. " Could be. Or maybe "flags & signals"? 

VT 700 F is a regular 60 (i fare token, but the transit authority refuses to sell us any 
for N.I.S, So this one could be hard to come by, unless you happen to visit Rutland. 

Mountain Transit Authority serves Nicholas, Fayette, Webster, Pocahontas, arMi 
Greenbrier counties. When Jim Deisinger reported this token to John Coffee, we had no idea 
of its origin, but John searched the Dept, of Transportation Directory and found a little author- 
ity whose name fit. He wrote, and sure enough this was it. The tokens were made for the 2nd 
anniversary of the Authority’s existence, back in 1979, and were given out for free rides on the 
occasion. Since then, they have been used only on special occasions for trips of varying fares, 
from 25^ to 75^. They are not sold to the public. We were quite fortunate, thanks to Bill Gar- 
rison’s efforts, in obtaining a supply of these for our N.I.S. The Authority hopes to have ano- 
ther commemorative token for their 10th Anniversary, in 1987. We hope so, too. 

WI 880 S fits an unused number in this interesting series of old tokens. Mr. Joyce’s 
token, it is Interesting to note, has a fully double-struck reverse. 

Another plastic token from Watertown, WI. Our N.I.S. will supply this one to its mem- 
bers, thanks again to efforts of BHl Garrison. 

Unidentified #206 is a rather crude old token. "J. GREEN" appears to have been struck 
with individual hand punches for each letter. "Good for fare" appears to have been struck with 
a single die, and "1" from yet another single die, 

Joe Pernicano reports a 20mm brass token : MEIJER / IS FOR / KIDS // FREE PONY 
RIDE which appears to be the same type of token listed on page 442 of the Catalogue. These 
tokens are for use on small stationary mechanical horses. Kids put the token in a slot, 
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climb on, and the animal jiggles up and down. Not really a 'Tide” at all in the true sense, but as 
they say "ride” on them, we decided to give them a separate category. This Meijer Markets is 
headquartered in Grand Rapids, MI. We'd like to know more about the token, where exactly it's 
used, and if still in use, before assigning it a number. Perhaps some of our members in that 
area can help us. In the same category is Unidentified #202, listed last November. Dave Jor- 
dan reports that this token was used at Thom McAn stores in the Philadelphia area about 20 
years ago, and that he ha^s had the token for years but didn't think it qualified for a listing. He 
thinks they probably were also used at Thom McAn stores in many other cities as well. We'll 
relist it next month in the correct group. 

Just received from Bill Garrison is a set of 3 beautiful tokens issued by Regional Transit 
Authority of New Orleans to commemorate the 150th Anniversary of the St. Charles Streetcar Line. 
These are not transportation tokens and will not be listed in our Catalogue. Nevertheless they are 
a nice companion set to go with the little commemorative fare tokens recently Issued down there. 
These non-fare commemoratives are described: (all have reeded edges and are anodized)

Lloyd Wagaman reports a token that would appear to be in a category similar to KS 1000 
A, but stiU, in some ways, different. Lloyd's token is 32mm aluminum, inscribed C.C. BROWN / 
THE TAILOR / 25^ / 322 PEARL A\^. / NEW ALBANY, IND. / Wright & Son, Gin. O // 

C.C. BROWN, THE TAILOR / 759 / AND THIS / CHECK IS GOOD / FOR ONE / STREET CAR / 
FARE / 322 PEARL AVE. / NEW ALBANY, IND. Lloyd also says he has a 509 denomination, 
or has seen one. But the token doesn't seem to make sense, "75 (i and this check" which is sup- 
posed to be worth 259 means a dollar streetcar fere. C. C. Brown was in business from 1890 to 
1922, according to Dun & Bradstreet. But where did it cost $1 for a streetcar ride in those days? 
We'd like more information about this one before listing it even as a MisceEaneous 1000. 

Tom Wall sends along a rubbing of a stranger, metal unknown, about 28mm, inscribed: 
NEWMAN / CAB / TEL. / 12 // The Newman Salvage, Notification & / Identification Co. / 

1894 / (stamped 281), Any ideas? Almost certainly not a fare token. 

Leo Warren reports another taxicab charge token, acquired in a group of tokens he ac- 
quired from Pennsylvania, so this is probably from York, PA. The token is WM 24 Pc: 

(obverse:) "York Cab Co, No. 26 On Presenting This Tag the York Cab Co Extends to you its 
services." (reverse:) "Pay no Fares to Drivers as Business Authorized by this tag is charged 
& collections made monthly. " We've listed some of these in the past, and they make an interes- 
ting collection in themselves. They are not, of course, listable transportation tokens, but cer- 
tainly allied to our field.

Steven Kelter of Brooklyn, NY, who so generously offered to secure sets of 
NY 632 B and C, the Staten island Ferry tokens, for our members, has sent me the 
report on his efforts. He received a total of 82 orders, which involved requests for 
102 of NY 632 B and 99 of 632 C. He said some of the orders arrived a bit late but 
he had purchased a few extra, and so was able to send tokens to everyone who wan- 
ted them. The last of the tokens were mailed out by him on January 11. Many 
thanks for a lot of work to Steven! 

Every once in a while someone picks up one of those old baggage checks used 
by depot hacks back before World War I. Their wording makes the uninitiate be- 
lieve that he has a depotel fare token. But these baggage checks are easily dis- 
tinguished from fare tokens because they nearly always have an oblong cut-out at 
the top of the check, and they're generally shield-shaped, about 40mm by 32mm or 
so. It's that oblong cut-out, though, that invariably labels the item a baggage check. 
The cut-out was so that the check could be attached to the suitcase or trunk. They 
also nearly always have incuse letters, with big numerals. Rich Hartzog just report- 
ed an interesting one inscribed CITY TRANSFER CO. / 85 7 DEPOT TO HOTEL and 
with hand-engraving on the reverse with somebody's initials and address. These bag- 
gage checks would, as a matter of fact, make a fascinating collectloh in themselves and 
they are all pretty scarce.

We've just learned that the Fort Collins (Colorado) Municipal Railway is being re- 
suscitated. Birney car 21 has been lovingly restored. The trolley line there was 
abandoned in 1951, but they have uncovered the old rail line along Mountain Avenue 
for about a mile and a half. According to Rollsign only some 16 Birney cars are still 
in existence, of the 6,000 that were manufactured. And of those 16, only 4 or 5 are 
in running condition. Fort Collins #21 was placed on the National Register of Historic 
Places in January 1984. 
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Speaking of restored electric streetcar lines, they have a little electric streetcar 
line, actually running on rails, on the 9 30- acre Grand Cypress Resort in Orlando, Flo- 
rida, They use four restored 1900-vfntage single^truck trolleys purchased from 
Brussels, Belgium. 

A.V.A. Past President Dan DiMichael sold most of his magnificent transportation 
token collection a few years back, but he kept his Pennsylvania tokens. Last month 
Dan decided reluctantly that the time had come to part with even these most precious 
of his possessions, and sold his Pennsylvania tokens. He had some fifty census tok- 
ens, just from Pennsylvania. Your Editor was the fortunate purchaser, and i added 
30 Pennsylvania census tokens that I needed in my own collection. The one i wanted 
more than any other was PA 680 A, the black vulcanite Nanticoke Bridge token. I've 
been after that token since I was a college student in 1950. My best friend at Yale 
was from Nanticoke and in February, 1950, during the between-terms break I visited 
his family in Nanticoke. His father was supervisor of an anthracite mine and I was 
given the grand tour, all through an anthracite coal mine, an experience I shall never 
forget. While I was there my friend introduced me to an old gentleman in his 80*s who 
was retired as editor of the local newspaper. I asked him about the bridge tokens, and 
he remembered using them when he was a boy back in the 1870's. "They had a whole 
box of those black tokens right at the toll-taker's booth," he said. But he hadn't seen 
one of them in decades, he added. About ten years ago one was up for auction, but 
Ray Byrne put in a bid of $1,000 for it, so that was that. Now, 36 years after my 
visit to Nanticoke I finally own the token, a magnificently beautiful black gem. One 
reason 1 so thoroughly enjoy this hobby is that so many tokens have stories to tell, 
and personal memories to restore. 



Above to the left are enlarged photos of a 21mm brass token discovered by Steveh 
Walker in Little Rock, Arkansas: GOOD FOR / AIRPORT / ONE RIDE // (BLANK). It 
will be a miracle if we ever find a home for this One, but if any readers have any ideas, 
let us know. To the right above are exact-size photos of a previously unknown token 
from Latin America, recently acquired In a San Antonio auction by Foster Palmer. The 
red vulcanite 2&nm token is inscribed (NUMERALS) / TRAMWAY / SAN JUAN // 2 
The tiny numerals at the top of the obverse are 174550, and Foster believes the token 
is from San Juan, Argentina, but it could be from somewhere else. Another similar tok- 
en, but black vulcanite with "1" instead of "2" on reverse, was in the auction but Foster 
didn't get that one. 

According to an article by Charles Booher in Florida Tokeneiws for February 1986, 
a large number of obsolete I N 390 B tokens were purchased by Escamtda County Transit 
System of Pensacola, Florida, and used on its buses. The transit system worked with the 
Pensacola Downtown Improvement Board on the project, whereby the tokens would be 
sold to various downtown businesses. The merchants would give the tokens to custo- 
mers, who could use them on the buses. Apparently the tokens were used in Pensa- 
cola from 1969 to 1971, and again in 1975 and 1976. So add to your notes in Volume 11 
of the Catalogue under IN 390 B that it was also used in Pensacola, Florida. A col- 
lection of tokens used in cities other than where they were issued would be fascinating, 
and none of the tokens are especially rare. A display with appropriate data might be 
a prize-winner at a numismatic show somewhere. 

Fare on New York City subways is $1 now. Can any of our members down there tell 
us what tokens they’re using, and if the newly ordered tokens have arrived yet? 
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THE TWO VARIETIES OF ILUNOIS 820 A 



Years ago when I was examining Max Schwartz’ collection, I noticed that his 
IL 820 A token had a streetcar pictured on it that was somewhat different from the 
IL 820 A in my own collection. I knew they were somehow different, but I never had 
the two tokens side by side--until now. Schwartz sold his collection to Duane Feisel, 
who sold his Illinois tokens to Ore Vacketta, who sold Ms tokens to Dick Grinolds. 

In a swap I’ve just acquired IL 820 A from Dick, so now I can compare the two tok- 
ens . 

The differences between the two are even more pronounced than I had re- 
membOred- In the September, 1980, Fare Box I ran an article about tokens that 
picture this type of streetcar, and noted that I had all of them except IL 820 Ab 
(the former Schwartz token). But now I’ve discovered that IL 820 Ab does not have 
that type of streetcar! All of the tokens pictured in that article, wMch I called tok- 
ens of the ’’Streator type,” show a car with 9 windows to a side, in almost perfect 
profile. But IL 820 Ab, wMeh I just acquired, shows a car with only 7 windows to 
a side, and much more angled, thus showing much more of the back of the car. 

The brake handle on 820 Aa (and on all "Streator type" tokens) sticks out to the 
left. The brake handle on 820 Ab is to the right. 

On the obverse (top token in the center) of 820 Aa we find a row of dots 
strung together like beads around the border. On the obverse of 820 Ab (bottom 
token in the center) we find a row of dentillations around the border. Even more 
curious is that the two small stars on either side of the center hole on the obverse 
of 820 Aa are 6-pointed stars. Those same stars on 820 Ab are 5- pointed stars. 

So we have another situation like that of CA 715 C, as described on page 80 
of Volume II of the Atwood- Coffee Catalogue. Except that in the case of the vari- 
eties of IL 820 A, the differences are far more pronounced, for the streetcar shown 
on 820 Ab is of a unique design found on no other transportation token that we know 
of. 

The photos above of the reverses are enlarged 3X; the photos of the ob- 
verses are enlarged 2X. 
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= OCCIDENTAL BUS HNES OF TUCSON, ARIZONA = 

By Paul S . Elms 

Occidental Bus lines, wMch was destined to issue AZ 840 E, was formed in 
1924 by Mr. Roy Laos, who had noted the lack of transportation in the southern and 
western parts of the city of Tucson. (It was called "Occidental'’ because it served 
the western part of the dty.) The area served by Occidental was and still is large- 
ly populated by Mexican- Americans , who referred to the bus line as "Tranvia Occid- 
ental,'' 

The original route ran from West Congress south on Meyer and South Ninth to 
West 29th Street, and operated out of a service station owned by Mr. Laos' brother, 
Walter Laos. 

Occidental was incorporated by the City of Tucson and the State of Arizona on 
August 4, 1928, and struggled through the depression and competition from the 6th 
Avenue Bus line operated by Tucson Rapid Transit, In spite of many problems 
faced by a small bus line, i.e. overhead, labor problems, etc., the company contin- 
ued operation and saw considerable increase in income during and after World War II. 
Also during this period Tucson Rapid Transit operated electric streetcars, and bus- 
es. Competition was fierce. Bus fare was 104; streetcar fare was 84. 

Tucson Rapid Transit tried unsuccessfully to purchase Occidental Bus lines, 
but Mr. Laos refused to sell. 

In 1949, in need of increased operating capital to purchase new equipment, 

Mr. Emery C. Johnson was brought into the firm as a partner. The firm was re- 
orgaiized, and Occidental Bus lines was given a new name: Old Pueblo Transit 
Company. Old Pueblo continued as a company until 1976 when all public transport- 
ation in Tucson was merged into the Tiicson Transit Authority, owned by the City 
of Tucson, and operated under the name "Sun Tran." 

Gone are the days of competition, fare rate cuts, the firiendly drivers who 
would stop most an 3 where to pick up a fare. Now bu® service is intended as a 
''service" to the ooramurdty, and empty buses are subsidized at taxpayers’ expense,

Ths following t ranspov't at i on tokens were mostly issued since 1380 for 
use on rubber-tired "Trolleys" which in effect are buses powered by either 
gasoline or diesel engines which run on rubber tires on the road. Many are 
designed to look like the old wooden streetcars or cable cars. They operate 
mostly in beach resort areas during thra tourist season, or in shopping mails 
or downtown shopping areas. They are generally used to move shoppers, 
tourists, or sight-seers about crowded streets with limited parking. 

Many of these "Trolleys" use metallic tokens, often 39mm aluminum 
tokens which illustrate the particular "Trolley" in use or else a stylised 
"Trolley". Those listed below with such "Trolleys" illustrated, are indicated 
with an asterisk (*•> . The fares range from zero to *1 or more but often are 

£5c or S0C which only partially covers the cost of operation. Usually the 
city or the Chamber of Commerce subsidizes the operation and the. tokens are 
used as fares and also as advertising media.

The Twin Falls, ID, woodnick reported by John Kaufmann had something stamped on 
both obverse & reverse. Bill Garrison managed to pry 50 specimens out of the local auth- 
ority, and they ail lacked any stamping. Obviously these are some kind of promotional 
issue, good for a $1.25 ride. Due to short supply. Garrison (not N.I.S.) will handle.

Jim Hemphill, who will be in charge of the AVA Convention Auction at 
our Annual Convention at the Viscount Hotel In Portland, OR, on August 9, has asked 
me to request members to submit additional tokens for the auction. See page 2 of the 
January Fare Box for details and auction rules. There is room for another 380 tokens 
in the auction, and tokens should be recdved by Jim by May 15. His address is P.O. 

Box 1321 - Lake Oswego, OR 97 034. The AVA auctions generally bring very good prl- 
( ces, so this probably is a good way to get top dollar for some of your good duplicates. 
Present indications are that tWs will be one of the largest conventions ever. 

Donald Capper writes from Manchester, England, that a number of the older and 
rare British transportation tokens will be auctioned In London In April. The "estimated 
prices" put in the catalogue for some of the tokens are mind boggling. For instance, a 
lot containing ENG 5AA70 O, 500 A,F and a 4d St. Helens District Tramways brass tok- 
en, has an estimated price of £100; a lot containing ENG 445 A,C, 4 of 685 A and 685 C 
has an estimated price also of £100; a lot containing ENG 475 P1,PE,PG plus a misc. brass 
check, has an estimated price of £80; a lot of two tokens, ENG 545 A and B, has an es- 
timated price of £60; a lot containing ENG 545 A, 230 PA, plus a badge, has an estimated 
price of £50. Finally a lot contairting Scotland 300 A, 420 C,E, and 450 A, has an estim- 
ated price of £80. £1 = about $1,50 at present exchange rates. Granted, overseas tok- 

ens generally bring more in the country of origin than they do over here, still these 
estimates are really way up there. Don will send us actual prices realized after the auc- 
tion. I'm anxious to see Iww much hyperbole Is involved In these super estimates. 

Larry Kemper sends a rubbing of the last missing token In the WV 890 series. We 
had all numbers In both directions except 30. Then in January we listed a THROUGH 
30 WEST picked up by Ed Joyce. Comes now a letter from Larry Kemper reporting that 
he purchased a THROUGH 30 EAST at the Chicago Collectible Show this month. So we 
now have the whole set. Larry also reports an interesting development In Cincinnati: 
"About 3 or 4 years ago Cincinnati tri^ using OH 165 AA for students that had to use 
public transportation to go to school. It appears new tokens were needed. They dupli- 
cated the old OH 165 AA even though trolley buses had been gone for about 15 years. 

The newly struck tokens have narrow O's and R's, whereas O's and R's are wide on the 
^ older token." He adds that the person who cut the new dies "did not know what a trolley 
bus looked like as far as the poles were concerned." So the newly struck tokens, of 
which there are at least five different minor die varieties, show the twin trolley poles 
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in every conceivable riciiculous position, in relation to the trolley bus itself. "To some- 
one who knows, the poles are off the wire," he writes. So far Larry has found five dif- 
ferent "pole varieties" of the newly engraved versions of OH 165 AA. So you may want 
to add "(Vars.)" after the listing for 165 AA, and you might add an exclamation mark 
for the multiplicity of them! And remove the obsolete mark. It*s back in use again. 

The AVA tour token issued for our San Diego Convention in 1983 featured a view 
of the San Diego trolley car with flags of Mexico and the U.S.A. Apparently Joel got 
the idea for the picture from a commemorative medal issued in 1981 to mark the inaugur- 
ation of the service. There were 2,500 39mm bronze medals struck, and 2,500 white me- 
tal struck. They have a reeded edge, and feature that same, or a very similar, view of 
the trolley. Anyway some of these m^als have recently show nupand are still available 
to anyone interested, at $4.50 apiece (either metal) in a folder, or $5 apiece In plastic 
box. I will say they're very handsome medals. On one side they have SAN DIEGO TROL 
LEY / INAUGURATED JULY 26, 1981 / FRIENDSHIP ROUTE TO MEXICO / (TROLLEY & 
FLAGS) // on the other side: GOLDEN SPI KE COMPANY / 1981 / FOUNDED / 1981 
(EAGLE OVER SPIKE). You may order from West Coast Specialties - 137 Prescott Ave. - 
E! Ca|on, CA 92020. Add $1 per medal for postage. They also have discounts for quan- 
tity orders. I think It goes nicely with the tour token. 

In the same vein, AVA member Walter Riley sends a picture of a commemorative 
medal issued for the 200th anniversary of the town of Norway, Maine, it's interesting 
in that it features a picture of a nice old open streetcar on one side, and a paddle wheel 
boat on the other side. The medal comes in bronze @ $10, and sterling silver ® $25 and 
may be ordered from Rev. Donald L. McAllister - 17 Pleasant St. - Norway, ME 04268. 

Steve Ledger writes and asks a very sensible question; What is the difference be- 
tween FL 625 A and Misc 131 S (page 439 of Vol. I). I asked Hal Ford to be sure. The 
answer is that they're the same token. So 131 S should realty be deleted, even though 
its style is similar to the rest of the tokens In the Croup 131 series. Funny no one else 
noticed that before. 

When i purchased Dan DiMichael's Pennsylvania collection I was pleased to discover 
that he had two PA 750 N, both in perfect condition, but one has the comma after HES- 
TONVILLE while the other does not have the comma after HESTONVILLE. So we have a 
major new variety of 750 N, Does anyone else have one without a comma? Dan also had 
another pair of nice die varieties; PA 965 1. 

Which brings me to the two pages of photographs which are on the next sheet. 
Notice at the bottom of the U.S. pictures there are photos of PA 965 la and Ib. Thes 
are the two varieties that Dan had. The easiest way to differentiate between them is 
the word WHEELED, which is narrower on la, and the word VEHICLE, whose letters 
are closer together on la than on lb. Finding these previously unkhown varieties was 
a nice bonus. So add (Vars.) after the listing of PA 965 I in Volume I. I included 
photos of PA 998 K because this pattern is so dramatically different from the regular 
issue, and very common, 765 Z. The 765 Z (the adopted design) has PITTSBURGH 
RAILWAYS CO. in a couple of straight lines. The 998 K (the rejected design) has 
these words in two curved lines. The KS 902 A really shows a lot of wear, but it's 
a nice old depotel token, especially because of Its singular wording GOOD FOR COM- 
MERCIAL TRADE ONLY, which I presume to mean that only travelling salesmen were 
entitled to the round trip rate which involved the token. So far as I know, this is 
the only example of the token known to exist. I threw in photos of some other tok- 
ens I've recently acquired because they're previously unphotographed. The KY 100 
F is much larger than the other five tokens In this series. This gave me four of the 
six tokens known in this series. The MN 630 A is nearly the same on both sides (ex- 
cept for a comma) so only showed one side. This one I don't own; found the photo 
in the Freiberg files. Don't know who owns the token itself. On the other side are 
some nice overseas tokens, several of wWch — so far as I am aware — have never been 
listed before. The Alexandria, Egypt, is nice because it shows the famous lighthouse 
on one side and a streetcar on the other. The Bern, Switzerland, is an absolute 
beauty. In uncirculated condition in spite of being hearly a century old. The photo 
pages were prepared for us courtesy of Grant Schmalgemeier in Chicago.

i am acquat nted wi th the two tokens mentioned in the February Fare Box on Page 
14. There were many TRAMWAY SAN JUAN companies, mostly small, in South America. For 
several reasons I doubt i f they are from Argentina. 

In the period before World War i the United States imported capital from Britain 
and Germany, and outside of banana plantations did almost no Investment In South 
America, in World War (, Germany and Britain had to sell their control of many U.S. 
companies to raise money to fight the war. Then after the war, the Americans started 
Investing in South America, and also purchased some of the British and German invest- 
ments down there. The British firms that invested In mining and nitrates in South 
America, prior to World War I, had tokens manufactured in Britain for use on proper- 
ties they controlled. 

These TRAMWAY SAN JUAN tokens are British-made tokens.^ The small numbers on 
the tokens indicate the manufacturer's batch number Identification, in the 19th Cen- 
tury there were large numbers of immigrants into Argentina from Catholic Germany, 
Catholic Ireland, and Italy, and to this day most Argentines have ancestors from one 
or more of those European countries, in Argentina the Italians dominate the army and 
navy, the Irish the labor unions. The British made little investment, and hence had 
little influence, in Argentina. Accordingly when Argentine tran companies ordered 
tokens, they ordered them from the U.S.A. , and not from England. 

British-owned companies were mainly in mining and nitrates in Chile, Peru, 
Bolivia, and Equador. So the TRAMWAY SAN JUAN that issued our tokens was probably 
one of the several small tranMay companies in one of those countries. 

The large numeral "2" on one of the tokens probably signifies Second Class, 
while the "1" on the other token would be for First Class. These 19th Century tram 
cars had a first class compartment, and second class open platforms for standees only. 

So the two TRAMWAY SAN JUAN tokens will have to "remain In limbo" until I can 
learn exactly where they are from, because if I make a mistake in listing I never hear 
the end of it' LA UNION, Chile, is a case in point. I learned they were from Monte- 
video, Uraguay, and relisted them to that city, but to this day people send me nasty 
comments that I had them listed Incorrectly and that they should be under Montevideo. 

1 also have an alumlnun CORDOVA token that could be from any of a dozen different 
Cordovas in Central and South America, and none of the Spanish token experts has any 
idea where it is from. The token showed up, as a matter of fact, in the U.S.A. 

incidentally I have seen whole collections of the British-made tokens with the 
small numbers from Chile, Peru, etc., and even owned several of them, which i traded 
in batches for transportation tokens.

NEW SUBWAY. TOKENS SLATED FOR APRIL 15 RELEASE IN NEW YORK CITY 

In response to my request for Information on what was being used down in NYC at 
present, several of our members there responded and sent newspaper plip pings. The 
new "bullseye" tokens, which have been ordered from Roger Williams Mint, are sch^uied 
to go on sale April 15 in packs of ten. Current fare is $1 and NY 630 AT is still in use 
and will continue to be accepted until June 1. Meanwhile lots of counterfeit 630 AT’s are 
plaguing the system, in addition to appro ximfeiteiy 200,000 slugs a month. All of this 
misery, it Is hoped, will be eliminated by the new tokens in April. 

in addition to 630 AT, George Cuhaj reports that 630 BD is now in use at $1*75 
on the Triboro, Whitestone and Verrazano Bridges, and 630 BG at $1.25 bn "the little 
three," as George calls them. NY 235 B and C are still in use, but one hardly ever sees 
the B. And the super token, 630 AX, is still being used on the Aqueduct Speciaf @ $5.

The peraonal medals of 37 
persons who have issued 38mm personalized medals struck by Pressed Metal Products 
since December, 1983, are listed in check list form. Metal and mintage numbers are 
given for each piece. Most mintages range from 20 to 50 pieces each. Four pages of 
illustrations show the 44 obverse pictorial dies that have been used so far for these 
medals. Five pages of photos show 49 personalized reverse dies used by 37 issues 
of sudti pieces. Medal issuers range in age from 18 to 87; 24 are Canadian and 3 are 
from the U.S. A. An address list of medal issuers with the price postpaid $2.50 to 
$3.50 generaUy) for their medals concludes the work. 

Several AVA members have personalized reverse dies and so far two hove used 
the AVA crest die for thoir medals.

My specimen of the New York City Triborough Bridge & Tunnel Authority token 
(NY 630 AB) was obtained shortly after it was issued to increase the toll from 75<^ 
to $1 in August , 1980. I learned about the token from a newspaper ad in the now 
obsolete Dcdly News on September 16, 1980, while on a business trip to White Plains, 
NY. The advertisement text read: 

GO WITH TOKENS SAVE TIME-MONEY -ENERGY 
MOTORIST - remember, it is more important than ever to plan 
ahead. Buy and use TBTA tokens and save 5% by crossing 
free each time you buy a roll of twenty. Or, bring exact change - 
a Susan B. Anthony coin or any combination of coins (no pennies 
please) for "Exact Change" lanes or for manned toll booths. Dol- 
lar bills in manned lanes only. 

TBTA "EXACT CHANGE" TOKEN GOOD AT: 

-Triborough Bridge 
-Bronx-Whitestone Bridge 
-Throgs Neck Bridge

On my return trip from White Plains to Atlstnta, GA, I was to fly from the 
LaGuardia Airport, so Eke any good vecturist I set my plans to have time to search 
for the token at the airport before fEght time.

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= nVE NEW COMMEMORATIVE FARE TOKENS FROM VANCOUVER = 

BC Transit of Vancouver has issued a set of five tokens to commemorate the open- 
ing of the new rapid transit system there on January 3, 1986. The tokens depict the 
Seabus, the Trolley Bus, the Wheelchair Van, and two scenes of the SkyTrain, on the 
obverses, and the common reverse shows a stylized British Columbia provincial flag 
(the Union Jack over a setting sun). The tokens are 25mra, made of ’^cartridge brass, 
which I would assxime to mean yellow brass. 

The tokens were designed by Design Group International of Vancouver, and a 
total of 48,000 sets was struck by the Royal Canadian Mint in Winnipeg. 

Each token is good for a one-dollar fare (which equals about 70* U.S.), and are 
designed to be inserted in the new ticket vending machines now in place in Vancouver. 
The Seabus token (BC 800 E) which was withdrawn from use in 1984 has also been 
brought back into use as a $1 fare, and will be used side-by-side with the new com- 
memorative tokens in the ticket vending machines. Tokens will continue to be used 
until the new $1 Canadian coins are ready. When the dollar coins are ready, the tok- 
ens will cease to have any use and will be withdrawn. 

The sets of oommemoratives are on sale at all Vancouver 7-11 Stores, and will 
also be on sale by mail at $7 Canadian or $6 U.S. , whLch includes postage & handling. 
Our New Issues Service will handle this set for its members. We are grateful to Jerry 
R«nick of Ste-Foy>, Quebec, for sending along this information, which was contained in 
a letter to him from BC Transit.

He has a few ex- 
tras and will be happy to supply AVA members who don't have either or both. 

Joe Earl Hunt, a new member in Huntsville, TX, sends along a beautiful 25mm 
brass token inscribed BRAZOS TRANSIT SYSTEM / HUNTSVILLE SESQUiCENTENNIAL 
(FRONT VIEW OF TROLLEY WITH "HUNTSVILLE" ON DESTINATION SIGN and BVCAA 
beneath car) H FIRST NATIONAL BANK OF HUNTSVILLE / 1890-1984 / (LOCO). The 
token went into use In March, 1985, same time the trolley started. They struck 2,500 
tokens, which are good for a 25<; ride. The bank provided initial funding for the tran- 
sit system, which operates a bus in addition to the rubber-tired trolley, and the bank 
gives out the tokens occasionally to Its customers. Tokens are good on the trolley or 
on the bus. Actually not many get used, but they are valid and every once In a while 
one does get used. BVCAA on the token Is for Brazos Valley Community Action Agency 
a non-profit entity that provides the transportation service. Whether we shall be able 
to get a supply of these for New Issues is uncertain at present. Mr. Hunt does have 
some to swap for common tokens for his collection ifyou'reanxious to get one. It is a 
beautiful token and as Huntsville is off the beaten track for most of us we probably 
never would've found this one except for having a new member in town. 
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Mrs. Dorothy Raby, granddaughter of long-time AVA member Roice V. Rider, who 
died last June, sent along a beautiful tribute to her grandfather, and 1 am going to 
share it with our readers: 

This is a tribute, , .a tribute to a man who meant a lot of special 
things to so many people. As my grandfather, he was everything a ^ 

grandfather should be and more. What he was to all who loved him 
cannot be expressed in words.

In 1982 Bill Lonney found a 39mm aluminum token inscribed UPTOWN EXPESS / 

LAS VEGAS // GOOD FOR ONE BUS RIDE / NO CASH VALUE / I. As It looked like the 
work of VanBrook of Lexington, KY, I wrote them and asked where the order was shipp( 

If they made them. They replied the tokens were shipped to Union Plaza Hotel & Casino 
in Las Vegas. Inquiries to that establishment elicited no response. Later I asked AVA 
member Jim Deisinger, who lives in Las Vegas, if he could tell us anything about the tok 
en. 

Jim replied that Union Plaza ran a shuttle bus service from their casino in down- 
town Las Vegas and the “Barbary Coast" on The Strip, for about 18 months, a few year 
back. They stopped the service when they discovert their bus was being taken advan 
tage of by customers of other hotels. At first, however, they decided to try a token sy 
tern so people would at least have to go into the Union Plaza to get the token. But the 
Gaming Control Board wouldn't let them use the tokens, presumably because they might 
fit into slot machines. So that, combined with the high cost of the buses, caused them 
to quit running them. The Union Plaza Is in "downtown" Las Vegas, but the casino call; 
it "Uptown" as a play on their initials U.P., and also a play on the initials of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, which owns the hotel & casino. Why the token has "EXPESS" instead 
of "Express" no one seems to know. It may be an error or It may be deliberate.

of one dollar if purchased at the source. 


The Colfax, WA, listing was researched by Gene Whittington of Bellevue, WA. 

A page from the 1922 edition of Dun £ Bradstreet shows McFarland was engaged in 
the grain and feed business. G ne also states that old timers around Colfax reportec 
that McFarland also had another business associated with ‘'drayage,*' or the hauling 
a load of hay or grain, and that he provided transportation (for cash or a token) to 
anyone who wanted a ride on one of his wagons that was going from one town to 
another on delivery trips. A passenger could even get off at some intermediate point 
and have to walk the remaining distance to a farm or ranch. Gene also notes that 
McFarland also used $1.00 and $5.00 trade tokens issued for Colfax Grain £ Feed Co. 
with a more modern type of die work. 


Unidentified #207 was pictured on Page 14 of the February 1986 Fare Box. 

The Vancouver, BC, City Taxi 6 Auto Co. Driver 1 was pictured on Page 106 
of the September 1985 Fare Box, Les Hill reported there were others, so I held up 
listing until I had rubbings of all known issues. To date no one owns a Driver 4, 
These tokens were used probably in the 1920's. Why the different issues and just 
how they were used is not known. 

The five commemorative 1986 BC Transit tokens were mentioned on Page 34 of 
last month's issue. Jim Hemphill will drive up to Vancouver to obtain a supply for 
our New issues Service. The Aquabus tokens of the same dty are used by a very 
small outfit, with one ferry and lot of competition. It only operates between two 
points within one of Vancouver's Inner harbors. Cash fare is $1.00. Tokens sell 
10 for $7.50. I note there Is a very weak dash between ONE and WAY on each 
token. At this time it is doubtful if N.I.S. will be able to get these, but it might. 

Joe Pernicano reports an arcade type token in brass, 25mm solid, with ROCKY 
GLEN PARK on obverse, and GOOD FOR GIFTS RIDES GAMES FOOD on reverse. 

Can anyone tell us the location of Rocky Glen Park? 

Several collectors have reported picking up FL 105 C with two reverses. Bill 
Garrison recently ordered a dozen current tokens and received 12 of the listed 
105 C. We would appreciate having a local collector visit the source and ascertain 
the story behind the two-reverse issue. Is it a new issue, a pattern, an error, or 
what? Of course If it's a new token we hope that whoever visits the Authority office 
can obtain a supply for our New Issues Service. 

Finally, Steve Walker reports an interesting piece. It is bronze or copper, 
about 18mm, and has BROOKLYN WAR / VET. 1895 / (OLD TROLLEY on one side 
with blank reverse. The trolley is quite like the one In our official seal. Does 
anyone have any ideas about tNs item? 


***** 

Just received is a clipping from a recent New York Times , with a photograph of 
the new New York City subway token. The token is presumably 22mm or 23mm, same 
size as the current token (630 AT), and presumably made of brass, except that it has 
a stainless steel center thru the token. It is inscribed NEW YORK CITY / TRANSIT 
AUTHORITY // GOOD FOR / ONE FARE. The 630 AT's will continue to be valid thru 
June 2, at which time new turnstiles will be in place that will only accept the new 
"bull's eye" token. It is planned to sell the new tokens in vending machines that 
will accept $1, $5, and $10 bills. Face value of the token is $1, and fifty milHonof the 
new tokens were struck by Roger Williams Mint in what must be, by far, their largest 
run ever, and probably the largest striking in history of any transportation token. 
The new tokens are in use at this writing, but we stiU haven't seen one "in the flesh." 

Ed Dence reports that PA 125 A, which he auctioned in the December Fare Box, 
reaHzed $243. 80 (cat. price $45 in Atwood- Coffee) . NJ 20 J, in the same auction, rea- 
lized $260 (cat. price $85 in Atwood -Coffee ) .

Recently he visited Chicago, went to the Public Library to do 
some research and bingol — In a 1935 telephone directory located the 
MONROE SERVICE STATIONS INC. A nice addition to his collection’. I 
Ed Bawden reported the DK token a few weeks ago. It is identical to 
the V?M piece listed as K. Can a local member advise if tokens are 
still being used at that bank? 

John Byars reports that the two TEXAS tokens are used as follows; The 
Dental School uses a TOKEN ONLY lot, (This lot has a parking cost less 
than the regular lots.) As the patient leaves, he presents his slip 
for his next appointment and is permitted to buy one token for $2.00. 
The slip is .stamped so that only one token can be purchased. The 
WM-plated token is used at the M D ANDERSON Radiology Dept, probably 
in the same manner. John has tried to obtain extra specimans for us 
but has been refused. 

There is no information concerning the UNATTRIBUTED tokens listed this 
month. Anyone having any information, please drop me or Karl a line. 
Gene Godsoe, taking one of his frequent trips to the Far East happened 
to eat at a DENNYS (yes, the USA chain) in YOKOSUKA, and there noted a 
parking gate. After 2 or 3 visits and obtaining a couple of tokens, 
the manager probably got suspicious.

1 had a delightful visit with Larry in his hotel room, and corr- 
cluded a trade with Wm. He Is an avid, knowl^geable collector, and Is looking for- 
ward to the Portland Convention. 

in addition to learning of the death of Paul Pankratz, this month also brought 
the sad news of the death of two other old friends and former members. John Cal- 
houn, of Post Fails, Idaho, was an old time token collector aixi a good friend. He 
died March 17 at age 65 in Coeur d'Alene. Larry Gingras of British Columbia wrote 
extensively on the transportation tokens of that province, and It was with much sad- 
ness that I learned of his death on February 11 at age 71, in his home at Point Rob- 
erts, WasNngton. 

Chris O'Connor reports a couple of Interesting tokens which may or may not be 
transportation tokens. One is Bz 18 Ch inscribed F.C.S. A. / RIO on both sid^. 
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The other is B 21 Ch inscribed E.F.S.J. / E.F.S.J. on both sides. Both are hub 
type tokens so obviously used in turnstiles of some sort. Any ideas on these? In 
the same category of strangers is a B 28 Sd token reported by Dee Dreil, inscribed 
GOOD FOR ONE BASKET LAUNCH M, on obverse with a blank reverse. Looks like 
an old one. Maybe it was used by the same "Launch Marion" that used Unidentified 
#64. We know that Launch Marion operated in the Philadelphia area around 1900 but 
nothing beyond that. 

Everett Mastrich sends along the first transportation token known to be used 
in Barbados, an island in the British West Indies. Enlarged 2X photos of obverse & 
revese are reproduced below. The 22mm brass token pictures a bus superimposed 
over a map of the island on one side. Apparently the token first went into use 
early in April of this year, and Is good for a 75<: adult fare. Mr. & Mrs. Mastrich 
just happened to be vacationing in Barbados and he came across the token. Had he 
not gone there, it might have been years before the token turned up. Everett ac- 
quired a dozen extras and will be glad to send one to any member for 75C 45AE.

Bob Kelley reports a new woodnick from Niles, Michigan, if you just saw the 
thing you'd have no idea where it is from but Bob had a friend up there who report- 
ed it. to him. 1 wrote Niles and they sent me a couple for $1 +SAE (one of wWch 
broke in the mail). The token has black printing and went into use in 1974, and is 
only used for special promotions. They had 2,000 made. As this came from the 
source and is used exclusively for fare, it Is a ii stable issue. Below are exact-size 
reproductions of obverse and reverse.

I’ll be there, and I look forward to seeing a lot of the Bay 
Area members. The annual BATS meeting is always one of the high points of my 
summer visit to California. 
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Just received Is a note from Don Stewart of Victoria, BC, who reports that 
another l_auzoh Ferry token (PQ 745 B) counterstamped J McK was sold by Nadin- 
Oavis internatiohal Numismatics Ltd. in Toronto for $700 Canadian (= $508.76 U.S.). 
This specimen was counterstamped on only one side, but was described as "a very 
nice Specimen with a good bold counterstamp." A while back we reported another 
one of these tokens that sold for $1,200 (Canadian), but Don says that one was 
counterstamped on both sides. 

Recently a clipping was sent me from Oregon showing the old State Capitol at 
Salem, with the information that the biildlng™whlch is stew n on OR 800 A—was 
completed In 1876. It was destroyed by fire bn April 25^ 1935. The token, I be- 
lieve, was used before World War I. 

Last July we listed LA 670 N, the new token from New Orleans which commem- 
orates the 150th anniversary of the St. Charles streetcar line, sti I r operating down 
there to this day. The little token shows the streetcar now in use (vintage 192(fs) 
and procldms it as the "Oldest Continuously Operating Streetcar in New Orleans." 
Obviously this wording was not what they had in mind. I think it was meant to 
Imply "oldest continuously operating streetcar." Then It adds "In New Orleans 
Since 1835." But people got the impression that it was just the oldest car in New 
Orleans. So they have since had new tokens struck. They have the same Ob- 
verse as 670 N, but on the reverse the wording now proclaims "Oldest Continuously 
Operating Streetcar in the World" then it adds "Since 1835" and then "New Orleans / 
St. Charles Streetcar". The wording is a bit smaller on the newer one, to fit in 
the additional verbiage, but the picture of the streetcar is a bit larger. Bill Gar- 
rison, who secured our supply of 670 N, tried to get a supply of the new one, but 
with no luck. Apparently they've mixed the new ones with the old ones, and when 
Bill bought several envelopes of tokens, ail were the older ones. But we know the 
new ones are in use, and eventually we'll have them. Below Is a 3X enlarged photo 
of the new token's reverse (the obverse being the same as 670 N). 



To the right of the new New Orleans token, above, are 2X enlarged photos of 
obverse 6 reverse of the new New York City subway token listed this month. There 
has been so much publicity about this tNng that we thought we'd add to the din. it 
certainly Is the most abundant transportation token in history. No other TT has had 
as many as 50,000,000 Struck. Not a bad looking token at that. Neat, clean and simple. 
Tom Sinacore sent me the token and said he send one to any member @ $1.50 + SAE. But 
thole's also another member, listed elsewhere, who's offering them. And our N.I.S. will 
be sending it to N.I.S. members.

= THE LARGEST STREETCAR TOKEN IN THE WORLD? - OH 1000 H = 



The Editor recently acqiared this very unusual token, and above is a reproduc- 
tion of a photocopy of obverse 6 reverse, exact size. I simply stuck the thing on the 
Xerox machine and it made a good copy of it. The note on page 286 Of VolximB I of the 
Catalogue explains most of what we know about this thing, which is not rntuih. We do 
know that Mayor Johnson battled for the 3<|i fare in the 1906 mayor election (see pic- 
ture of Mayor Johnson on page 445 of Volume II) . But just what these large "tokens” 
were for, we don't know. We just asstmie they were campaign throw-aways, but it is 
possible they were given to V. I. P.'s to ride the first day the new low fare went into 
effect. Mine seems to be made of cast tin or lead, and the letters on the reverse seem 
to be recut, or doubled. I've seen another specimen that did not have this doubling. 
Whatever it is, it makes quite a conversation piece when shown to non- collectors. 
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= THE LEYDEN MOTOR COACH COMPANY: IL 315 A & B = 

By Larry Plachno 

Two of the more interesting transportation tokens in the Chicago area are IL 315 
A & B , a pair of tokens issued by Leyden Motor Coach Company. Since the company 
went bankrupt in 1963, both tokens are very much obsolete. My transportation token 
collection may be relatively small but I take pride in having background stories about 
most of the tokens. Herewith is the story of one of my favorite companies, the issuer 
of IL 315 A and B. 

The Belmont Heights Bus Company began operations in a streetcar-infested 
Chicagp in the day of Sam Insull and the red Pullman streetcar. The company was 
owned by John Maloy and Bill Cunningham and operated from the end of the Grand 
Avenue streetcar line near Harlem to Lawrence and Cumberland. The entire equip- 
ment roster of the company consisted of two 1923 Betz buses; the Betz company hav- 
ing made only six buses in its entire life. Also in the area, the Franklin Park Bus 
Ccmpany operated from Chicago to Franklin Park and from Franklin Park to Bellwood. 
Another company, the Wilcox Bus Company, ran west on Grand Avenue between Frank 
Hn Park and Manheim Road. On March 12, 1928, all three of these corapanieB were con 
solidated and became the River Forest Northwest Coach Company and the era of Ley- 
den Motor Coach had begun. Almost immediately the new company started an addition- 
al route down Irving Park road between Dunning and Schiller Park and Ederls Cemetery 

About nine months after the consolidation, on January 7, 1929, the corporate 
title of the company was changed to Leyden Motor Coach Company, because it provided 
service to the Leyden Township area. In 1935 the Lombard Bvis Service (supposedly 
a charter Kne) was acquired with its equipment. The interesting equipment included 
a Studebaker, a Mack, and two coaches manufactured by G.N. Wills. 

Progress in earnest hit the little company on October 11, 1939, when permission 
was granted for a route from Franklin Park to Elmhurst and for local service in Elm- 
hurst. On February 13, 1941, the first of the highway lines got its start as Leyden 
Motor Coach began operation of a line from Belmont and Cumberland to Itasca via Irv- 
ing Park Road. In January, 1943, an extension of the line down Lee Road provided 
service to the Douglas Aircraft plant then at full war-time capacity. This area later 
turned into O'Hare International Airport --the busiest airport in the United States. 

The year 1943 proved a b\jsy one for Leyden as on March 10 the Elmhurst run was ex- 
tended to Lombard and later the Highway Bus line, running a competitive service, 
was purchased. 

The last of the war years saw Leyden Motor Coach purchase 20 Ford transit 
buses, replacing all of the older units. At least once between 1946 and 1949 the 
company's fleet consisted entirely of only the 20 Fords. In 1949 ten Brill coaches 
were delivered as gas buses and in 1951 six additional Brills were delivered, but 
with propane engines. The ori^nal ten were then converted to propane. 

The year 1955 proved to be a year of expansion as the North Avenue run from 
Chicagp city kraits to Elmhurst was begun and the first of the GM coach^ were pur- 
chased: four diesel buses of 45-passenger capacity. In 1956 the company started 
regular service from downtown Chicago to O'Hare Airport when they realized that 
the importance of the airport was growing. A line to Dundee and Algonquin was 
tried for a while but was dropped. 

Leyden Motor Coach Company was stiU a rather small operation but in 1957 the 
Chicago, Aurora & Elgin Railway, an interurban electric, abruptly ceased service and 
Leyden immediately offered emergency service from Wheaton to downtown Chicago. 

This line proved to be Leyden's heaviest and most profitable rxui. In 1957 an addi- 
tional five 45-passenger diesel GM coaches were purchased new, the last new pvirchase 
by the company and a turning point in the life of the company. 

Owner C. Norman Elsy saw the handwritJ&ig on the wall and in 1960 sold the com- 
pany to other interests. The very neat green and yellow paint scheme of the Elsy era, 
the Franklin Park garage, and the purchase of new equipment ceased with the new mar. 
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agement. The operation was moved to a new garage at Lombard, Illinois. During 1960 
and 1961 used GM diesel coaches were purchased from the Atlantic Greyhound Lines 
and the Ohio Bus lines. During 1962, American Motor Coach, a north- sub urban Chi- 
cago operation , ceased service and Leyden Motor Coach acquired some of the equipment 
including many 36-passenger GM diesel coaches. 

The last equipment to enter Leyden property were four large 5 4- passenger Flxible 
Twin propane coaches which arrived from the Los Angeles Metropolitan Transit Author- 
ity. Since the change of ownership in 1960 Leyden’s color scheme had been changed to 
blue and so, aptly enough, the green Los Angeles buses were called the ’Jolly Green 
Giants.’ At least two of these never die see Leyden's blue paint. 

The company was sliding very rapidly not in, but through, red ink and under 
Illinois Commerce Commission prodding C. Norman Elsy took control of Leyden Motor 
Coach again on July 12, 1963, in order to revive the financially and mechanically lack- 
ing operation. Immediately twenty buses were leased from South Suburban SafeWay 
lines which would operate the routes until Leyden could repair old equipment or pur- 
chase some new coaches. The Illinois Commerce Commission then approved a long- 
sougtt fare increase and it looked like Elsy (who also owned interest in North Dakota 
and Wisconsin transit properties) might be able to pull the proverbial rabbit ovrt of 
the hat. 


But the victory was only temporary and Leyden’s used and abused equipment 
and sins of the past were catching up with it. The money in the fare boxes would not 
even pay the drivers, when the drivers received a pay increase and the proposed fare 
inorease was only partially granted. During the last week of July the situation was 
steadily worsening and Elsy was forced to petition for total abandonment of all ser- 
vice. On August 5, the last of the available diesel fuel was added to the tanks of the 
20 South Suburban SafeWay buses and those of Leyden's own fleet that it was able to 
use. South Suburban SafeWay lines had served notice that it was planning to ask for 
the return of the leased coaches. Leyden had only eight of its own buses that were 
not condemned for passenger use nor appropriated for back taxes , and their credit 
for fuel had run out. 


On Tuesday, August 6, Leyden served notice that with or without Illinois Com- 
merce Commission permission the company would be forced to cease service that even- 
ing. By phone West Towns Bus Company was requested to expand its operations into 
Leyden territory and they agreed to this Commission request on a temporary basis. 
Some Leyden drivers, reading of their fare increase in the newspapers, put the new 
fares into use on this last day of service since they were taking their wages out of the 
fare box. Other drivers, not receiving official word from the company, did not put th^ 
new fares into effect. 
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The last Leyden-owned bvis on the streets was #106, a 45-passenger GM diesel 
bus purchased new by Leyden in 1957, running the last evening Grand Avenue trip, 
which pulled into Grand and Harlem about 10:15 P.M. 

The last bus, leased South Suburban SafeW ay lines #894, a 1945 45-passenger GM 
diesel coach, pulled out of Greyhound Terminal downtown at 11:15 P.M. carrying three 
regular riders and nine members of the Omnibris Society of America. It was ironic that 
the last cosu3h Leyden ever ran was not its own, and never had been. The transit peo- 
ple in attendance had decorated the last bus with two large eyes on the front windows 
and appropriate teardrops ’ falling' down the front of the bus. An appropriate sign 
above the front bumper proclaimed "I'm headin' for the last roundup." The last bus 
arrived in Wheaton at 12:35 A.M. , August 7, 1963, and after a few photogrephs the 
bus turned and headed back for the Leyden garage on the last scheduled run. The 
last bus pulled into the garage just before 1:00 A.M. and deposited its load of mourn- 
ers, thus ending for all time the saga of Leyden Motor Coach. 

Most of Leyden's equipment was confiscated for non-payment of back taxes or by 
the people who had leased the buses to Leyden. Forty of Leyden's 53 drivers went to 
work for West Towns Bus Company the following morning, driving West Towns buses. 
The Trailways Company purchased some of the eqmpment, some of it ended up on Elsy’ 
property in Wisconsin, some eventually went to United Motor Coach (including #106) 
and some ended up as Bluebird Coach lines property. 

Not much is known about the precise usage of the two tokens , but it is apparent 
they used only for local and not for intercity service, and they went out of use some 
time before the bus line ceased operations. It is known that 25,000 of 315 A were 
struck in 1947, and 20,000 of B in February, 1953. The 315 B is very similar in de- 
sign (deliberately so) to WI 940 B which preceded it in use by two years. The Waus- 
au property that issued WI 940 B was also owned by Mr. Elsy.

= NOTES BY HAROLD V, FORD = 

In 1882 the Daviess County Gravel Road Company was empowered by a legislative 
act to sell $100,000 in stock, erect gates and start collecting tolls as soon as ten miles 
of the first road was improved for a distance of two miles from the Owensboro City Lim- 
its. Afterward the company was permitted to erect toll gates at a distance of five miles 
from each other. A final provision of the act gave Daviess County the right to take 
possession of ail roads by reimbursing the company for their costs. As could be anti- 
cipated, dissatisfaction with having to pay tolls to use these early gravel roads soon 
began to be heard. By January,' 1890, the antl-toll-road movement had gained suf- 
ficient momentum that a committee of citizens was formed to look Into ways of freeing 
all roads leading into Owensboro. When tolls were actually removed Is not reported. 
The die work on the listed "dug" token appears to be early 20th Century. 

in the March 1986 Supplement we listed Houghton, Ml 470 C, a student and elder- 
ly/handicapped fare. This month we list another which is a regular SOC fare. The NIS 
will handle this one.

The new listing for the New York City Transit Authority was mentioned last 
month. Roger Williams Mint struck 50,000,000 of them at a cost of $5,750,000. The 
significance of the very small lettering ”SJD" above the steel center on the reverse 
is not known. Perhaps later mintages will have other letters. Incidentally Mel Fox 
sent a newspaper article charting fares on the NYC subway system: 1904 it was 5C; 
1948to IOC; 1953 to 15C; 1966 to 20C; 1970 to 30C; 1972 to 35C; 1975 to 50<?; 1 980 to OOC; 
1981 to 75C; 1984 to 90C; 1986 to $1. AVA President Chris O'Connor has secured a 
supply of tWs token for the New Issues Service. 

Indiana County Transit Authority in Pennsylvania ordered 10,000 tokens from 
Roger Williams Mint. Thanks to Bill Garrison, N.I.S. has a supply of this one. 

The following information was supplied by John M. McBeth of Brazos Transit 
System of Bryan, Texas. Mr. McBeth made a supply of TX 455 A available for our 
New Issues Service. . . 

"The Huntsville Trolley token is the first trolley token minted by a rural transit 
system in Texas. The token was minted by Roger Williams Mint of Attleboro, MA, for 
the Brazos Transit System of Bryan, Texas, The token was designed by John M. Mc- 
Beth, General Manager of BTS at the request of the First National Bank of Huntsville, 
Texas. The token was struck in October, 1984, and distribution begun in March, 

1985. The bank and BTS had entered into a public /private partnership whereby the 
bank donated to BTS $15,000, as the local share requirement for the purchase of the 
1890 vintage style trolley to be operated by BTS in Huntsville as part of a general 
public transit system. Under the minting agre^ent BTS agreed to mint the tokens 
and have 10,000 struck. These were then given to the bank. 

'IThel 'bahk distributed the tokens to bank patrons, the elderly and the handi- 
capped. The tokens are collected at the fare box by BTS and returned to the bank. 
The bank reimburses BTS 25<: for each returned token." 

Mr. McBeth adds that the dates on the Itoken, 1890-1984, stand for the date of 
the original First National Bank Charter (1890), af^ the date the token was struck 
(1984). The tokens are made of brass and commemorate the Texas Sesquicentennial. 
There are no plans to make any more tokens beyond these 10,000. 

AVA member J.E. Hurt reports also that the cash fare Is 50C and the token is 
also good for fare on two local buses operated by BVS, In addition to the rubber- 
tired trolley vehicle.

When 
he recovers from surgery and we can communicate with him, we'll let you know. Stay 
tuned. Anent those new subway tokens, Robert Saxon sends a clipping from the Times 
reporting that, so far, about 100 of the tokens have turned up without the center steel 
cores; so we now have an error Ch token. Also from New York, Foster Pollack reports 
a beautiful reeded-edge brass 30mm fare token good for an $8 tour' on a rubber-tired 
trolley. We have a supply for the New Issues Service and we got them for a lot less than 
$8. 00 thanks to Foster. The token pictures the vehicle on both sid^. 

James Hutzler, AVA #1709 of Alexarxieria, VA, just returned from a trip to the Peo- 
ples Republic of China and, lo & behold, he came back with the first transportation token 
known from the P.R.C. The token is from the City of Xiamen, formerly known as Amoy. 
He is how Jim explains the token's use: 

"Just off of the dowritown area is a small island catted Gulangyu. TWs island in the 
last part of the 19th Century became a foreign enclave, and still today retain* a foreign 
air about It. Indeed the foreign consulates are still located here. There are no vehicles 
on the island [the city is an island just off the mainland] other than those hand-operated 
to deliver goods. The ferry service that operates to the island has a 10-15 minute head- 
way in offpeak times down to about 5 minutes in rush hour. The journey takes about 8 
minutes. It looks like two boats cover the service with 3 in rush hour. No fare is paid 
on the Xiamen side. On the return tokens are purchased from a booth for 10 fen each 
(about 3^ U.S.) covering the round trip fare. When boarding the boat down a ramp, 
passengers drop the token into a box and an attendant gives the passenger a receipt in 
exchange." 

The token is light green translucent plastic, 29imm pierced with a small hole at the 
bottom. On the obverse are the Roman letters XMLDGS, which are the initials of the 
company name, together with a picture of the ferryboat. On reverse are Chinese char- 
acters: 7 around the top, 2 in the middle, 2 at the bottom, reading "Xia Men Shi Lun 
Du Cong Si / Xia Cu / Chuan Piao" which means "Xia Men City Ferry Company / Xia Gu / 
Boat Ticket" Xia Gu is the abbreviation for Xiamen-Gulangyu, names used by the locals 
for the two places. Translation courtesy of Jim Hutzler. 2X enlarged photos of obverse 
6 reverse are below. How you'll be able to write for this one, I have no idea.

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= THE SKOKIE VALLEY UNES TOKENS: IL 950 A and B = 

By Larry Plachno 

John Ckjffee has asked that I document the story behind the Skokie Valley lines 
tokens. It is perhaps a rather lengthy story that begins with an electtic interurban 
railroad and essentially ends with a Regional Transit Authority. 

The early morning hours of January 21, 1963, saw the last passenger runs on the 
Chicago, North Shore & Milwaukee Railroad. I , along with many other transportation 
enthusiasts , rode the last train into Chicago on that bitterly cold morning. Kiwwn lo- 
cally as the North Shore line, the railroad had been one of the last remaining electric 
interurbans, operating a route from Chicago to Milwaukee with a commuter branch to 
Ilbertyvllle and Mudelein, Illlnais. 

Abandonment of the railroad was a traumatic experience for thousands of passengers 
Greyhound expanded their through service between Chicago and Milwaukee, but there 
was essentially no replacement service for thousands of dally commuters who now resor- 
ted to autos and expressways to reach Chicago. In retrospect, the lack of replac^ent 
service was not surprising given transit's lack of profitability and the lack of regional 
transit authorities in the 1960's. 

Two individuals joined me in forming a company to operate commuter transit ser- 
vice to Chicago from points formerly served by the North Shore line. The new company 
was called Skokie Valley lines, named for both the suburban area northwest of Chic^;o 
and the high-speed North Shore line trackage that formerly operated through this area. 
Plans were to operate from libertyville and Mudelein through Intermediate suburbs to 
Chicago. A company logo was d^dgned, the tokens were i^nted, and both schedules 
and routes were drawn up. Unfortunately all three of us were young and woefully un- 
der financed. We were not able to obtain additional financing. 

The first major advance came when the Omnibus Sodery of America operated a post- 
abandonment fan trip on Gold Star lines , which had recently discontinued scheduled 
transit service from Joliet, XL, to Hammond, Indiana. They used Gold Star Bus #138, 
an old Ford Transit, which had previously operated for Sch^pi Bus lines. Following 
the trip the Skokie Valley lines groi;p purchased this bus (complete with fare box) , hi- 
sured and licensed it, performed some maintenance, and moved the bus to a rented 
space in libertyville. 

Unfortunately, true oommerdal operation was never achieved. The Illinois Com- 
merce Commission was reluctant to put their blessing on a proposed operation by an 
underfinanced group operating an old bus . Eventually the other individuals lost in- 
terest in Skokie Valley lines and drifted away. 

Skokie Valley lines survived a few more years. At that time 1 was publishing a 
magazine for electric tramit enthusiasts, and what r^ained of Skokie Valley lines 
eventually became somewhat of a transit hobbiest operation and an affiliate or subsid- 
iary of my pubEshing operation. 

Subsequent noteworthy acWevement of Skokie Valley lines includes the operation 
of the last trolley buses in Columbus, Ohio; Milwaukee, Wisconsin; and Des Moines, I A. 
This last trolley bus in Des Moines Involved operating the Ford Transit from liberty- 
viUe to D «3 Moines and return. There was also a local Chicago (CTA) trip with three 
buses — two troUey buses and a propane unit. Eventually Skokie Valley lines acquired 
three buses from Milwaukee- -Pullman Standard #410 (the last trolley bus), a 41-SW 
Twin Coach, and a GM diesel transit. Although never used in true commercial service, 
the tokens were used as fares on several of the private trips. 

Skokie Valley lines finally had to quit ' operation in 1969 when I was drafted into 
the Army. The Ford transit was sold and converted into a motorhome. The three ex- 
Milwaukee buses were ^ven to the Milwaukee transit hobbiest group and eventually 
were parked in Mukwonago, Wisconsin, adjacent to the operating trolley museum. 

Fate can play strange tricks at times , and events eventually occurred that brought 
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the SkoMe Valley lines tokens out of retirement and "drafted" them into service not un- 
like what had originally been oontemplated. 

By 1973 I was married and a resident of Woodridge, Illinois, a suburb of 20,000 
southw^t of Chicago. The fuel crisis that year prompted the city fathers to took at es- 
tablishing a commuter bus service to the nearest commuter rail stations. I was soon 
pointed munidpal transit director and did a survey of residents to establish priorities 
for routes and schedules. A resident contest adopted the name "Ridge Runner" for the 
seinnce. A year later, the neighboring community of Bolingbrook joined the operatton 
and I was also appointed transit director of that community. 

The Ridge Runner had a distinct handies^) in that the nearest commuter rail sta- 
tions were several miles from Woodridge. Hence it was difficult to get good utilization 
from the equipment. The basic service consisted of one commuter route to the Burling- 
ton Northern station at lisle, and a second route to the Belmont station. Three or four 
buses were utilized , each averaging two round trips in the morning rush and two in the 
evening rush. At various time some raid-day and Saturday service was provided (run- 
ning as far as BoUngbook's "Old Chicago" on the south to Downers Grove and Yorktown 
on the north) but this never was profitable. 

Woodridge decided to contract their bus service rather than purchase buses and 
operate themselves. Although similar municipal commuter operations used school bxises, 

I specified transits and intercity coaches. The transits helped by carrying standees on 
peak trips (eliminating a need for an additional bt;m) while the highway coaches provided 
good heat and air-conditioning, and were very reliable in heavy winter snow. 

The first contractor was Valley Transit of Justice, Illinois, who operated "Old 
Look" GMC transits (TDM 4515, TDH 5106), GMC highway coaches (PD 4104 and PD 4106) 
and eventually a trio of TDH4511's £ind a "New Look" transit. The next contractor was 
Wolff Bus Service of Wheaton, Illinois. Eqtdpment improved under Wolff when they ac- 
quired and dedicated two "New Look"transits to this service and also used a PD 4501 
"Scenicruiser" and an ahnost-new GM PaM4905A coach. 

Up until this point most passengers pvtrehased a monthly pass from the municipality 
Cash fares were also accepted on the buses and turned in to the municipality. The con- 
tractor billed the municipality for service at the end of each month and was eventually 
paid by lump-sum check. I had arranged for a subsidy from the Regional Transit Auth- 
ority, but the service actually ran at a profit for several months and otherwise had the 
second lowest funding level in the RTA area. 

The tokens came into play when Wolff Bus Service began looking for a way to get 
their money qincker, rather than waiting 60 to 90 days (or more) for a municipal check 
and the RTA subsidy to clear. They proposed more of a licensing arrangement (rather 
than a contract) whereby they would assume most of the financial responsibility and 
would collect and keep the pass money and fares. The municipality agreed with this 
proposal. 

A portion of the new Wolff fare structure involved the use of tokens. Wolff. Bus 
Service ordered new tokens (Woodridge Rid gerunner-W /Wolff Bus Service, Inc. - W) 
but they failed to arrive in time. As a consequence, there was a mad scramble to lo- 
cate any tokens that could be used during the interim period. I was able to secure 
the old Skokie Valley lines tokens , many still in original wrappers from the mint, which 
were then used by Wolff. In addition, some old Bluebird tokens (Lyons, Illinois) were 
used. I had obtained the Bluebird tokens years earlier when I had printed some paper 
tickets for that company. 

The Skokie Valley lines tokens were withdrawn slowly after the new Wolff tokens 
arrived. I understand, however, that some remained in use until the very end. Even- 
tually the municipal operation (and use of tokens) was discontinued when the RTA elec- 
ted to eliminate municipal involvement and contract directly for the service. 

The aftermath is somewhat interesting. After the RTA stepped in, my wife Jackie 
and I started a contract commuter service from Woodridge and Bolingbroke to CMcago 
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known as Exacutive Commuter Coach. It eventually grew to require four highway coach- 
es, but we sold out when we moved our publishing business to Wisconsin. No tokens 
were ever used. The RTA continues to operate the commuter service to Woodridge. 

They use school buses on essentially the same old rotrtes and schedules. 


Those who say that history repeats itself may be interested in hearing that we 
founded a small bus company after moving to Wisconsin. Known as Wisconsin-lUinoia 
Stages, Inc. , it never used tokens but did operate scheduled service from Lake Geneva 
to both Chicago and Madison. We sold out in April of 1985 due to a hick of time. We 
did retain one coach, a 1972 MC-7 "Executive Coach" with a video system, galley, tables, 
couches , and special seating. Like the Ford Transit of two decades ago, it operates as 
an adjimct to the publishing business and we use it to go to various transportation con- 
ventions and gatherings. 


I understand that some AVA members may be seeking some of these tokens for 
thedr collections . I had planned to \jse what remains to decorate a corner of the 
house, but will part with a limited number. For $10.00 I will send one each of the 
two Skokie Valley lines tokens (IL 950 A and B), one of the Bluebird tokens (IL 530), 
and one of the Wolff tokens (IL 950 C). For $8.00, I will send the two Skokie Valley 
tokens and a Bluebird token. I also have a limited number of the 1964 Omnibus Soc- 
iety tokens (WI 510 M) available at $10.00.

== LETTER FROM ISRAEL = 

As you have probably noted by the infrequency of my letters, I haven’t had much 
time for tokens in recent months. In November, 1985, I attended the 2nd European Tok- 
en Conference in Copenhagen and Token Congress 85 in Manchester, England, the follow- 
ing weekend. Earlier this month I was at the International Printing and Paper Exhibi- 
tion in Diisseldorf, West Germany. I was staying in Berklsch-Gladbach, just east of 
K61n, and had the opportunity to visit the dean of German vecturists, our member GUn- 
ter Fritz. The welcome was wonderful, and we spent many hours reviewing notes, re- 
search projects, and literature that has appeared since my last visit in September, 
1984. GUnter was in very high spirits as he had just bought the very scarce FRANK- 
FURTER TRAMBAHN 20 pfennig incuse token for a pittance at a KiSln fleamarket. The token 
is unlisted in the K.E. Smith catalogue or supplements, but appears with a photo on 
page 41 of the Frenzel-Fritz German catalogue. 

From him 1 obtained copies of a recent German coin auction that included some un- 
listed gate tokens from Hildesheim. From the East German city of Riesa, I saw exan^jles 
of unlisted aluminum bus tokens from the 1920*8 s an article about their history. From 
literature on German tramway history we discovered that the horsecar lines in the fol- 
lowing cities were never electrified , making all their tokens for use under animal 
power: Stendal, DBbeln, Schonebeck, JUterbog and Zerbst. 

In Manchester I learned that the Old Passage Ferry, Unidentified 992 FH under 
England (page 170 Smith ferry token catalogue) is from a place called Old Passage 
on the east side of the Mouth of the Severn River in Gloucestershire. It is a very 
short distance from the current M4 Motorway Bridge over the Severn between Bristol 
and Newport. 

Also in Manchester I phoned our longtime English member, Don Capper, but he was 
unavailable for a visit. 

Token Ck)ngre8s 86 will be in London, England, and judging from last year’s meet- 
ing in Manchester this should be the largest ever meeting of token collectors in Eur- 
ope. More details will follow. Two Americans attended last year, and, we’re hoping 
for more this year with the ease of transportation to London.

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= THE TOKEN LEGACY OF CHAUNCEY CYRUS BAKER = 

By J.M. Coffee

There is a certain sameness about the plains and prairies of the Middle West. From 
Mntral Texas stretching far north to the Dakotas this vast area strikes those who do not 
live there as drab and uninteresting. Yet it has often been observed that the real Amer- 
ica, if such there is- will be found more likely in the Middle West than elsewhere. Cer- 
tainly many of our greatest writers and composers who had such a special feeling for the 
spirit of America came from this area- -such people as Willa Gather and Sinclair Lewis, 

Roy Harris and Howard Hanson. For the region has stories to tell, and Its towns and 
cities have a certain small grandeur about them which, if one looks for it, will reward 
him in the discovery. 

I made this discovery for myself In the little city of Weatherford, Texas. Weather- 
ford, situated toward the southern end of the old CNshoIm Train about 30 miles west of 
Fort Worth, is not unlike hundreds of other places In the Great Plains. With about 
12,000 population. Its chief fame comes from Mary Martin of "South Pacific" memory, who 
was born there, and Douglas Chandor, the late painter, who chose to live there. Chan- 
dor's famous portraits of Churchill, Roosevelt and Queen Elizabeth II are faniliaf to mil- 
lions of people. In Weatherford he literally caused the desert to blossom, and his ex- 
quisitely beautiful gardens became perhaps the town's greatest pride. 

But my own interest in Weatherford was numismatic. In 1959, I learned of the exis- 
tence of an old aluminun token used by the Baker Transfer Company (TX 965 E, report- 
ed by Chuck Lipsky). Subsequent publicity in the town's two weekly newspapers brought 
me the acquaintance of Miss Mary D. Baker, daughter of the man who had issued the tok- 
ens, and from her a fascinating story. 

Chauncey Cyrus Baker was a Union man in Texas. He fought for the North in the 
Civil War, and this would cause those of us who are not Texans to expect him to have 
been treated poorly, afterwards, by his fellow townsmen. But Texans have short mem- 
ories for the faults of their friends and, after all, Sam Houston had been a Union man, too. 

C.C. Baker grew with his city. His father had gone to California back in 1849, and 
returned sadder and wiser with only a single gold nugget to show for his time and trour 
ble, which Miss Baker had made into a stickpin and presented to me. So C.C. Baker de- 
termined to make his way in a more normal fashiort. He would earn his gold rather than 
look for it in the ground. 

In 1879 C.C. Baker opened a livery stable in Weatherford. And, as nearly all 
livery stables did in those days, he operated a bus in conjunction with it. It was, of 
course, a horse-drawn hack. When the Texas £ Pacific Railroad built to Weatherford, 

C.C. Baker, already a respected citizeni,: saw to it that each train was met by one of 
his three buses, which carried passengers to the old Carson S Lewis Hotel. Round trip 
fare was 25$ and for the return trip he gave each passenger a token. The first one was 
almost certainly TX 965 A, simply inscribe C.C. BAKER BUS LINE GOOD FOR A RIDE, 
probably issued in 1879 or shortly thereafter. When the Weatherford, Mineral Wells 8 
Northwestern RR was built, using a different station in another part of town, Mr. Baker 
provided transfer service between the two stations. 

As time went on C.C. Baker prospered. As his daughter wrote me in 1959, "His 
carriages and landaus were very fine and grand, and of course did not pay for them- 
selves in a small town. But I suppose he did it to help Weatherford mostly." These 
vehicles were rented out to wedding and funeral parties, and for any other special oc- 
casion. Because of the necessity of instant communication between the depot, the ho- 
tel and his home. C.C. Baker installed the first telephones in Weatherford. He made 
other investments and encouraged the growth of his city and its business enterprises. 

But throughit all, as the years rolled by. Ns bus line continued — the only public 
transportation in the town and the only convenient way visitors could reach the local 
hotels when they arrived by train — and trains, remember, were the only means of inter^ 
city travel in those days aside from the awful stage coaches they were replacing. Jud- 
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ging from the great variety of Baker's tokens, we may assume he was always running out 
of them and reordering. During World War i when there was a shortage of metal, C.C. 
Baker had his tokens made of round cardboard (as well as some In rectangular cardboard). 
The first cardboards were big 45mm round ones inscribed GOOD TO AND FROM HOTELS 
on reverse (TX 965 G). Except for his first issue. Baker always put the name of his 
city on his tokens, because he was proud bf Weatherford. Often these tokens, used 
mostly by traveling salesmen, would not be used, but saved instead. And next visit 
the salesman would try to use the token on the trip to the hotel. Baker didn't like this 
so he scratched the words TO AND from his cardboard tokens, making them read GOOD 
FROM HOTELS. As this was a homemade job, we didn't list the "scratched" token, but 
at least three of them exist. His next issue of cardboard tokens was explicit. They were 
inscribed GOOD ONLY FROM HOTELS (TX 965 H-K). 

With the end of the war, more and more people purchased automobiles; there was 
less and less need for a livery stable, C.C. Baker had prospered, and he did not need 
the livery stable to support his fortunes, but he continued it, more from nostalgia and 
for reasons of service than from any real necessity. And when he died, full of years 
and honors, in 1923, the livery stable and the bus line died with him. 

Today there is no trace in Weatherford of C.C. Baker's livery stable or his bus 
line which were so important to the growth of the city. And as the older generation pas- 
ses from the scene, the memory of C.C, Baker is also fading. For how does one memor- 
ialize a livery stable, or a bus line? In 1956 the hundredth anniversary of Parker Coun- 
ty was celebrated in Weatherford, and while much was made of the old Carson & Lewis 
House, various other town landmarks such as the Confederate Monument, and the old 
buffalo hide wagon trains, nothing seems to have been said about C.C. Baker's stable 
and bus line. A centennial blue plate, which was made for the occasion, pictures the 
Carson & Lewis House, but it omits Mr. Baker's buses which were always stationed In 
front of it (see photo on page 548 of Volume il). 

And this is sad. In recalling our history we often ignore the very things that 
caused us most to grow. This certainly seems to have been the case in Weatherford. 

But C.C. Baker left a numismatic legacy behind him: eleven varieties of transporta- 
tion tokens issued over a span of 44 years, which attest to the vigor of his enterprise. 
Because of these tokens, C.C. Baker has earned a measure of immortality in American 
numismatics. Those of us who pursue these ancient tokens wi If never forget him or his 
city. Weatherford may claim its fame because of Mary Martin and Douglas Chandor, but 
to numismatists and vecturlsts its fame belongs to Chauncey Cyrus Baker. 

Author's note: the foregoing article is reprinted — with slight alterations — from the 
September j 1966, issue of COINS MAGAZ! NE (with permission), it being one of over a 
dozen articles / wrote for them in the sixties. There is a postscript to the story. In 
June, 1960, I visited Weatherford at the invitation of Miss Mary D. Baker, from whom 
/ acquired the above information and quite a few of the tokens the previous year. Miss 
Baker, then well into her 80's, turned out to be the most prominent and respected citi- 
zen in Weatherford. I remember taking the “Federal" overnight to Washington; the "Ten- 
nessean" to Memphis; the "Texas Eagle" to Fort Worth, and a local over to Weatherford. 
When the train pulled into town I wondered who the celebrity was, because on the plat- 
form was a party of dignitaries and several newspaper cameramen. It turned out that 
they were waiting for me! I was led to Miss Baker's limousine, and whisked to her home 
for a luncheon in my honor attended by the Mayor, the State Representative, the news- 
paper editor, and Mrs. Douglas Chandor. More pictures were taken. Then I was given 
a personal guided tour of the Chandor Cardens by Mrs. Chandor herself, complete with 
personal anecdotes of her friendship with Roosevelt, Churchill, the Queen, and many 
others. I was presented one of the 1956 Centennial Plates for Parker County, and Miss 
Baker gave me her grandfather’s single golden nugget — the one he brought back from 
California after his disastrous adventure in 18U9. She had made it into a stickpin for me, 
and I still have it, one of my most precious possessions along with all of the Baker tok- 
ens. Now there is an adventure I never would have lived h^ it not been for my hobby.

Indications so far 
are that this is going to be one of the best we’ve ever held. Our West Coast gath- 
erings nearly always draw well. For early arrivals, a backyard barbecue is being 
hosted by New Issues Director Jim Hemphill and his wife Barbara, on Thursday evening 
at his home: 5855 S.W. Colby Court - Lake Oswego, OR 97034. A motorcade will be 
organized in the Viscount Hotel lobby at 6:00 p.m. on Thursday, August 7, so that 
members who don't have their own cars will be able to get rides out to Jim's place. 

If you plan to make the barbecue, please let Jim know in advance so there will be 
enough food for everyone! You can call him at (503) 639-4729, or write. I look 
forward to seeing a lot of old friends and meeting a lot of new ones in Portland. 

My trip across the country last month was one of the best yet. Accompanied 
by Mark Ford, AVA #1759J, I left Boston on Amtrak's "Night Owl" overnight for Wash- 
ington DC. In our Nation's Capital I wore Mark out riding the Metro, walking for 
miles through Museums and government buildings, and just enjoying the ambience of 
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this city that was home for me from 1937 to 1949. We had lunch with Meade Peebles, 
who was co-Editor of The Fare Box from January to August, 1949, Meade works for the 
Washington Post, and will be retiring at the end of the year and moving to Arizona. 

He still has a few very good transportation tokens, but showed no interest in rejoin- 
ing the A.V.A. where he once held Charter Member Number 13. 

From Washington Mark and I took Amtrak's "Crescent" overnight to New Orleans, 
through the Deep South. I got out at Meridian, Mississippi, just long enough to 
feel the 100"+ heat and steambath humidity, and retreated quickly to our air-condi- 
tioned sleeping car, I was delighted to discover that all meals in the dining car 
are now complimentary for First Class passengers on Amtrak, Anything you want on 
the menu: no charge. Needless to say, Mark and I had steak every night. The 
train crosses Lake Pontchartrain in Louisiana via a long causeway that must be at 
least 30 miles in length. You are nearly out of sight of land in the middle. Then 
it goes along the shore of the lake and, suddenly, you are in New Orleans about din- 
nertime. 

In New Orleans we spent the night at The Clarion, one of the finest hotels in 
town. Formerly known as The Jung Hotel, the Clarion has had a $40,000,000 refurbish 
job and is now a masterpiece of art deco elegance. The overnight rates are surpris- 
ingly reasonable for New Orleans, and I commend this hotel to anyone planning to 
visit down there. Of course we rode the St. Charles streetcar next morning, an 
absolutely wonderful trolley ride on delightful 1920' s vintage cars. What I es- 
pecially like about this streetcar line is that it is still a part of the regular 
city transportation network, patronized mostly by locals, although certainly also by 
tourists. The San Francisco cable cars, on the other hand, are now almost entirely 
a tourist attraction: an operating museum on city streets that costs $1,50 to ride. 
But the St. Charles streetcar is the same fare as the buses in New Orleans: 60^. 
They use tokens, which have to be purchased in banks in envelopes of ten for $6.00. 
The current token is LA 670 N, with a few 670 O's (listed this month) at a ratio of 
about ten 670 N's to every 670 0. At least that was my experience. I bought an 
envelope of tokens and found nine N's and one 0 (which I gave to Mark's father, in- 
asmuch as I already have one) . 

We left New Orleans the afternoon of June 25 in a deluxe bedroom aboard Am- 
trak's "Sunset Limited" which operates high-level Superliner equipment. This beau- 
tiful train traverses some of the hottest country in the world in the American 
Southwest, but the air-conditioning kept it down to a perfect 72" in the train. 

The food in the diner was the best I've ever had on Amtrak (it tasted even better 
because it was free). Our first night out we were presented with wine baskets, 
several kinds of cheese and various breads and crackers, in our room. Going first 
class on Amtrak is really a great way to travel. A full length high level lounge 
car is added to the train at San Antonio (having come down on a connecting train 
from Chicago), so from there to Los Angeles there were two snack bars, a full lounge, 
and a diner. We went through a beautiful wild thunderstorm in New Mexico, and ar- 
rived right on time the morning of June 27 in Los Angeles, We walked around a cool 
Los Angeles for a couple hours, and headed north in a deluxe bedroom aboard Amtrak’s 
"Coast Starlight" for Oakland. More wine § cheese; more complimentary steak din- 
ners in the diner, and we arrived in Oakland on time that night at 8:30. Mark's 
father Harold met us at Oakland's cavernous Union Station, and home we went. 

I spent 13 days with Harold Ford and family in Moraga, California, and one of 
the highpoints of my California visit, as always, was the annual get-together of the 
Bay Area Token Society. This year we met at Duane Feisel's beautiful brand new 
home in Alameda (right on the water) and enjoyed good company and great refreshments. 
Present were Ford, Eli Bail, Feisel, Ezidro, Andy Johnson, Ron Lerch, Ron Miller, 
David Herbst, John Reynolds, Dale Noll, A1 Kohlhardt, Pete Richards, Will Posthumus, 
Nichols, Schimmel, Noel LaDue, Carmichael, and Coffee. Also while there I discov- 
ered a new parking token being used at the Orinda BART station parking lot. Seems 
BART was getting tired of people parking cars in its free lot and then hitching 
rides over to San Francisco instead of riding BART. So now you have to insert a 
token (obtained inside the station after you pay your fare) in a slot corresponding 
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to the number of the space occupied by your car. Only one trouble: the tokens are 
nothing but plain unmarked 26mm steel washers, with a 12mm center hole. So hardly a 
listable item. While in California I checked in with Joel Reznick and Bill Garrison 
by telephone. Bill is working on several new issues, trying to obtain quantities for 
our New Issues Service, We have over a dozen new tokens pending at present. 

I left Oakland on July 10 via Amtrak's "Coast Starlight" in a deluxe bedroom 
and arrived in Tacoma next day about 30 minutes late. The Coast Starlight is Am- 
trak's most heavily patronized train; every space was filled. 

In Tacoma I was gratified to find over a hundred advance orders for the new 
Automobile Washing Tokens catalogue which our printer assures me will be shipped 
to me on August 1. So I hope to have them for sale at the Portland Convention, 
and to have copies ordered in advance mailed out the first week in August. 

Also in the mail was a sad note from the son-in-law of Clifford Olson, AVA 
#757, of Calgary, Alberta; "Mr. C. Olson is in the hospital with a terminal ill- 
ness and would like his name removed from your mailing list. He thanks you for your 
past services." 

Kenneth Smith sends along some auction information from World Coin News, At 
an April 17, 1986, auction at Glendining 8 Company in London, a large collection 
of railroadiana went up for auction, and some of the prices for early English passes 
and medals were astounding. For instance, a free pas? issued to George Stephenson 
by the Stockton § Darlington Railway realized £1,800. A number of other passes rea- 
lized from £75 to £150 apiece. Others: ivory Great Northern Ry, pass, £250; a 
Grand Junction Railway director's ticket, £220; two London § Birmingham Ry, ivory 
passes, £190 and £160; an Eastern Counties Railway/Norfolk Line pass, £420; a chief 
engineer's pass for the same railway, £270; a London § Dover Ry. pass, £240; a South 
Eastern Ry. join-jubilee pass, £310; a Glasgow, Paisley, Kilmarnock § Ayr Ry. pass, 
£310. And so it went. All told the sale realized £40,830, in addition to the 10% 
buyer's premium that is added to all bids. This kind of material does better in 
Europe than it does over here. Incidentally, £1 * about $1.50 at present rates. 

In the New Finds Department, a note from George Hallstein of Sprakers, NY: 

"I came across a Dubuque St. Railway Co. token. Listed as lA 310 A. However this 
token is made of metal like zinc, instead of celluloid." The rubbing looks exactly 
like lA 310 A. I've asked George to send the token along for inspection. It could 
be someone's idea of a joke, or it could indeed be an old unlisted variety. John 
Nicolosi picked up yet another type of the Neodesha, KS, depotel series. Every 
time another Neodesha token turns up it's a new variety! Nick's token is 29mm, with 
JOHNSON HACK LINE around the top, GOOD BETWEEN DEPOT around the bottom, and AND / 
HOTEL’S / TEL. 12 / NEODESHA / KS. in the middle, divided by scrolls. A nice find. 

Going through the Freiberg Files at Harold Ford's house in Moraga, CA, I found 
an interesting photograph of a token, apparently aluminum, size not given, inscribed 
BERGER / MOTOR CO. // AUTO / -AND- / DANCE HALL. It could be a live one but I don't 
even know who owns it. Also a rubbing of a brass or aluminum (metal not given) 24nim 
pierced token inscribed McKAY § SANDERSON / ATTRACTIONS / WINNIPEG BEACH // GOOD FOR / 
5<^ / ONE SLIDE. We generally don't list tokens that let you slide down something, 
but it is an interesting one. From Winnipeg Beach, Manitoba, 1 presume. 

A nice note from our member Jurgen Thingvad in Vojens, Denmark: "Mr. Gflhter 
Fritz and his wife visited my home a couple days ago. They were on holiday, driving 
on bicycles from Koln in Germany to Skagen in Denmark, and return. A four week 
journey of about 1,300 miles, on bikes. I had a splendid day and evening, most of 
the time talking and swapping tokens." Mr. Fritz, of course, is a long-time AVA 
member from West Germany. 

If any member needs Sacramento, CA 715 AC (listed March 1984), the 39mm rub- 
ter- tired tram token, he can get one from AVA member Charles T. Rodgers (P.O. Box 
66531 - Los Angeles, CA 90066). Sends 25i + 22i postage. 
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= NOW IS THE TIME TO ORDER VOLUME III OF THE ATWOOD-COFFEE CATALOGUE 

The huge three-volume work known collectively as The Atwood-Coffee Catalogue of 
United States and Canadian Transportation Tokens will be completed early in Septem- 
ber. Volume I, the complete listing, was finished and published in 1982. Volume II, 
the history & encyclopedia, was finished and published in 1984. Now Volume III, the 
largest of the three books, has been completed. Our printer has promised that the 
books will be ready the last week in August. Volume III will be a 960-page book, 
compiled by Gene Godsoe, showing by means of enlarged photographs the minor die var- 
ieties of thousands of tokens (all that were known at the time he prepared the pho- 
tographs). The photographs are outstanding, showing differences in fine and minute 
detail, and we spared no expense to have them reproduced with the utmost clarity. 

Minor die varieties are those where the only differences are in size, spacing 
and relative position of the lettering. Thus they have the same inscriptions, but 
the letters are larger, smaller, wide or narrower-spaced, etc. Many of these var- 
ieties are quite striking. For decades those of us who had them had no adequate 
way of telling another collector which ones we had. We'd write "small letters" or 
"large letters" or such other imprecise words. Now with Volume III, you will be 
able to tell exactly which minor variety you have. Each one is given a sub-letter 
listing, such as MO 440 Aa or Ab. There are literally thousands of photographs 
in the book, and when you see them all you will realize what a big new field you 
have available. There are dozens of varieties of some tokens. 

The cost of this enormous book, with pictures on every page, was so high that 
we hesitated to publish it. The printing cost will more than exhaust what is left 
of the Catalogue Fund. But it was decided that publishing this book is so import- 
ant to our hobby that, if necessary, a few of us would lend the additional money 
necessary from our personal funds. 

We are printing 1,000 copies. The book will be available cloth-bound (match- 
ing Volume I & II) or loose-leaf (punched for 3-ring binder, which of course isn't 
included).

= ROUND PLASTIC DISCS USED AS TOKENS AT PARK IN TEXAS » 

J.W. Baum of Wichita, KS, recently sent the Editor a report on the use of round 
unmarked plastic discs at the Lyndon B. Johnson Parks (state & national), located 
on U.S. Highway 290, 16 miles east of Fredericksburg, TX, and 14 miles west of 
Johnson City. 

The tokens are 42inm colored plastic discs with a raised rim around the edge. 
Because they contain no wording, they can't be listed in our Catalogue, but certain- 
ly they deserve some verbiage, and are Interesting items. They come In six different 
colors (white, red, blue, yellow, green, orange). 

"They are given to visitors," writes Mr. Baum, "to use on tour buses that leave 
the state park about every 20 minutes. These are 25-30 passenger metro buses that 
pull a trailer that also carries 25-30 passengers. Enough tokens of one color are 
given out to fill one bus & trailer that leaves at a given time, then another col- 
or is used. Sometimes there are enough visitors waiting that there are people with 
3 colors of tokens waiting for buses. The public address system will announce that 
at 12 noon people with blue tokens will board the bus. The driver picks up the 
tokens, and if the passenger has no token or the wrong color token he is asked to 
leave the bus and wait for the bus that takes the color of token that he has."

The Lake Havasu trolley was started in October, 1984, by John H, Holmes, who ar- 
ranged to lease a rubber-tired trolley from Jim Jalbert's Olde Port Trolley Co„ of Dover, NH 
(which issued NH 350 A). This is a CMC vehicle. Holmes and his wife would fly back to New 
England, pick up the trolley, and drive it 3, 000 miles to Arizona for use in the winter months 
when the New Hampshire operation shut down. In Lake Havasu City the trolley was used on a 
one-hour tour route that charged $1 fare. At the beginning of the Summer, Mr, & Mrs, 

Holmes would drive the trolley back to New Hampshire and fly home to Arizona, In October, 
1985, Holmes purchased his own trolley from Transportation Vehicle Inc, of Alabama and 
drove it to Arizona, and also purchased one of Jalbert’s trolleys. These two vehicles now op- 
erate in Lake Havasu City over fixed routes. At the time he purchased the trolleys, Holmes 
ordered 20, 000 yellow and 6, 000 red plastic tokens from Molenaar Co, in Minnesota, The 
red tokens (AZ 375 A) are sold only on special group tours as $1 fares which are then re- 
tained by the riders as souvenirs. The yellow tokens (375 B) are used as regular $1 fares. 

On October 31, 1986, fares will be hiked to $2 and new tokens probably will be issued. Mean- 
while it should be noted that NH 350 A is no longer being used by Olde Port Trolley Co, Our 
New Issues Service has a supply of AZ 3 75 A and B for its members. 

See Frank Bennett's article on the Jacksonvillebridge passes on page 161 of the Decem- 
ber 1983 Fare Box, Apparently the tokens were bolted to the steering posts of bicycles. 

The Woodstock, IL, woodnick was used in 1985 only. Paper tickets are now used, 
and a ticket costs $2,50, being good for 15-16 laps on the Go-Cart, It is interesting that, in 
Canada, Go-Karts are spelled with a K. Down here apparently they prefer a C. A supply of 
this token has been secured for the New Issues Service, 

John Coffee found a rubbing of IN 998 M in the Freiberg files. It had been sent to him 
back in 1957 by Bill Hofmann! The token appears to have been struck on a planchet for WV 
640 A. In listing this one we noticed the absence of a period after CO on the pattern, and on 
IN 860 B as well. So correct the obverse inscription for IN 860 B. 

Articles on the IN 1000 F and G are in the October, 1980, and March, 1981, issues of 
The Fare Box. Rich Marzian, in a letter to me of last January 30, writes that these tokens 
were advertising gimmicks, "and the token was given to customers of Mr, Brown in Indian- 
apolis and point along the interurban between Indianapolis and Louisville, " We now believe 
these items qualify for listing under the Miscellaneous rubric. 

LA 670 O was pictured on page 49 of the May 1986 Fare Box, Bill Garrison was told 
by RTA that 100, 000 of the new tokens have been placed in use, mixed in with 670 N, As 
1, 500, 000 of 670 N are in use, this makes one 670 O for each 15 670 N's, John Coffee bought 
a pack of ten tokens in New Orleans in June, Only one was 670 O, It is doubtful that N.I.S, 
will be able to handle this one. 

The MO 420 I tokens are owned by the Downtown Business Association, and have been 
in use about 2 years. They are used on a noontime shuttle bus for a 25^ fare. Bill Garrison 
was only able to obtain 50 of them, so New Issues Service will not handle this token. Bill will 
sell his 50 tokens at cost — 25(i each plus a stamped return envelope — to AVA members, first 
come first served. Write him at 9505 Normandy Ave. - Morton Grove, IL 60053, 

The full story of NV 998 A is on page 40 of the April 1986 Fare Box. The token was 
never used, and a 998 listing seems the most appropriate at present. 

The NY 630 BF token was discovered by A1 Pollack, son of AVA member Foster Pol- 
lack, who then obtained a quantity of them for our New Issues Service, The NY Trolley Car 
Company operates rubber-tired trolleys on tours of lower Manhattan, originating and terminat- 
ing at the information booth at the South Street Seaport Museum at Fulton & Water Streets, 

The token is actually good for an $8.00 tour, but it is listed at $2 because we obtained them at 
that price on a promise that they would never be used, but would all end up in collections. 

The service began operating this year. 
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The correct origin of the PA 1000 I token was reported by Gary Pipher, as noted on 
the front page of the May 1986 Fare Box. We don't know at present if the New Issues Ser- 
vice will be able to handle it, nor do we know the value of the token. We have written the 
park and more information will doubtless follow later. 

The Texas Folklife Festival did not issue one of their woodnicks last year, as they 
had in several previous years. Now they have resumed the tokens. The token will be 
used July 31 to August 3 of this year only, and will be good for a 40^ fare. Bill Garrison 
has obtained a supply of them for our New Issues Service. 

Unidentified #208, from its appearance, may be a depotel type token. But then 
again, who knows? If anyone can help us find the home of this one, let us know. 

The annual tour token of the Georgia State Token Exonumia Assn, will not be dis- 
tributed by the New Issues Service, but AVA members may order it on their own for $1 
+SASE from: GSTEA Tour Token - 4156 Livsey Rd. - Tucker, GA 30084. Checks to be 
made payable to GSTEA. The aluminum alloy token is also available at $2 +SASE, and 
the rolled out nickel for $1 +SASE. First come first served. In accord with our custom 
we only list one token per tour, and we list the cent because the nickel apparently won't be 
available till after the tour. Initials on the token are BGC for Bart G. Colbert, artist who 
designed the central river scene. FB for Frank Brassell, the manufacturer. RWC for 
R. W. Colbert, who did the general layout design. 

Amusement 305 A was mentioned in the January 1986 Fare Box. At the time we noted 
that Meijer Markets is headquartered in Grand Rapids, MI, and asked if someone in the area 
could check into it for us. Nobody did. So we list it, but have no background information on it. 

Father Andrew Sack, a former AVA member of Louisville, reports a 16mm brass tok- 
en with bar in center inscribed CENTRAL TRANSPORTATION COMPANY // FULL FARE. It 
doesn't ring a bell with us and we can't find a listing in the D.O.T. Directories. This token 
could be current, or it could go back to the time of the 1950’s or before. Any ideas? 

Jim Hemphill reports an oval aluminum token, pierced at one end, size 19^x34mm, 
inscribed STEAMER / IRALDA / RETURN // HIGH WATER / W.E. NEWSOM (fax) / JUNE 7, 
1894. The "Iraida" was 99 tons, 106 feet, and built at Portland for local passenger service 
on the lower Columbia. William E. Newsom is listed in the Portland City Directory of 1893 
as Proprietor of the Steamer Iraida. This token appears to be a fare token or pass that was 
good for a return passage, but the significance of the reverse inscription is lost on us. We 
haven't listed it because we'd just like to know a bit more about it first. No doubt, in due 
time, it will be assigned a number. 

In Hank Spangenberger's October 20, 1984, auction there was an octagonal brass 
26mm token inscribed L & W T CO / 4 (incase letters) with blank reverse. This is possibly 
a turnpike token for the Lancaster & Williams town Turnpike, as the initials do fit. However 
why not something like "Lehigh & Wagner Tool Co. "? When the token doesn't even have 
"gate" or "Tpk" or any indication of toll use, we hesitate to list it. Incidentally there was 
also a rubbing of this token in the Freiberg files. Apparently there are a couple of them 
around. 

The New Issues Service has sent out a token listed by NIS as MI 55 B (Keweenaw 
Bay Transit Authority blue plastic), which still hasn't been listed. A few members have 
asked me why it hasn't been listed. The reason is that there was an earlier issue that we 
are working on and expect eventually to get. We like to list these things in chronological 
order of use, when possible. I haven't listed A because I don't have a good description of it 
and we don't know availability or price, though there are a lot of them up there. 

We have the same situation in Grand Haven, MI. New Issues Service will be sending 
out 4 tokens that haven't yet been listed, because there are several earlier issues now in use 
there which were issued earlier. As soon as we have accurate descriptions of the earlier 
tokens we'll list all of them together.

Above are photocopies; of obverse S reverse of a woodnick with black lettering that 
was reported to us last summer. It looked to be the first wooden nickel that was good 
for bridge toll, so with some excitement I secured the address of Meyer & Sons from the 
Mankato Chamber of Commerce, and wrote them. 

What I learned is that things aren't always what they seem. A letter to me from 
Richard Meyer explained what these things were: "About 4 years ago the Army Corps 
of Engineers started a project to construct a new bridge to cross between the cities of 
Mankato and North Mankato. Our building, which was only six years old at the time, 
was scheduled to be acquired and demolished because it was in the way of an access 
ramp. Realizing that this would be a long-term project I planned our "First Annual 
The Bridge is Coming Moving Sale. As a promotional item I had wooden nickels made up 
to make people aware of the fact that our new building was located right at the base of 
the new bridge. We first started handing them out at a special closing ceremony of the 
old bridge. Even though this is strictly a promotional item, we have had a few people 
ask if there really would be a charge for using the new bridge. We then explain to 
them that each trip is free. The [wooden] nickel is just good for one of them." 

So, as there's no toll on the bridge, our woodnick is just a fantasy piece, insofar 
as being good for a trip across the bridge. And we don't list wooden fantasies. But I 
wanted to share with readers the interesting background to this token anyway. Inciden- 
tally Mr. Meyer did send me a couple of the woodnicks.

= NEW FERRY TOKEN TO BE ISSUED IN DARTMOUTH, NOVA SCOTIA = 

A newspaper clipping from The Mail-Star of Dartmouth, sent in by Jerry Remick, 
reports that the City of Dartmouth is installing six new turnstiles in the ferry terminal 
buildings in Dartmouth and Halifax, at a total cost of $66,000. Along with the new com- 
puterized turnstiles, new tokens "of a much more durable material [than aluminum]" will 
be issued, because aluminum tokens were too easily damaged in turnstiles and had a very 
limited useful life. 

They are ordering 100,000 of the new tokens, at a cost of about $16,000 (Canadian) . 
This money is calculated as part of the total cost of new turnstile installation. The new 
turnstiles and tokens will go into use in March, 1987. We expect to have a supply of 
them for our New Issues Service at the time.

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- REMINISCENCES FROM THE 1986 A.V.A. CONVENTION =

As in the past, vedturists begin arriving in Portland early on Thursday morning and 
by mid- afternoon over fifty of the early birds were secure in their rooms and were now 
moving abomt the lobby of the hotel where old friends were exchanging greetings and new 
acquaintainces were being made with the newer conventioneers. Eager to trade or dis- 
play recent purchases some vest pocket business was taking place in the rooms where 
now everyone was traipsing back and forth between floors. 

As early evening approached it was time for quick showers and a change and down 
to the lobby where now well over fifty vecturists and spouses were milling around in an- 
ticipation of the trip out to the Hemphill home at Lake Oswego.

September 22. Please rv)te that although we spilt the ads between the August and 
September issues (both of wNch are contained in one envelope), the ads are up to date 
as of last week. The August ads are just as current as the September ones. ThereHs 
no Atwood-Coffee Catalogue supplement in the August issue. I put everything In this 
issue's supplement to keep it as simple as possible. The October issue will be mailed 
the last Sunday In that month. 

I am gratified that enough advance orders came in for both Automobile WasMriff 
Tokens and Volume ill of The Atwood-Coffee Catalogue so that our Publication Fund did 
not have to borrow any money from anybody. We were able to pay our own way. If 
you have not ordered either or both of these books, I now have supplies of both here In 
Boston for immediate shipment. Price is $9.75 and $25, postp^d, respectively. 

My trip back to Boston from Tacoma on Amtrak proceeded under a malignant star. 

I left Seattle aboard the "Empire Builder" in a deluxe bedroom, looking forward to an 
uneventful restful trip to Chicago, i was informed (about the time we were in Wenatchee) 
that a freight train up ahead of us had derailed at some tiny community in Idaho, spew- 
ing out some noxious effluvia all over the right-of-way and requiring the temporary ev- 
acuation of the whole town. Accordingly, everyone on our train would have to get off 
at Spokane when we arrived at midnight and board a caravan of buses that would take us 
thru the mountains to Libby, Montana, about 150 miles distant. It was a harrowing ride, 
jammed into buses whose seats had obviously been designed for very thin people, sur- 
rounded by screaming children and snoring grown-ups. The highway from Spokane to 
Libby Is not direct. It's shaped like the letter "Z." You go east to Coeur d'Alene, then 
north to Bonner's Ferry, then southeast to Libby. This circuitous route took about 4i 
miserable hours. The six buses (five of people and 1 of luggage) dumped us near the 
tiny station at Libby in 40® crisp (nountain air just as the sun was coming up over the 
Bitter Root Mountains. There we boarded the westbound train. They put an engine on 
its rear and hauled it backward, with us in It, to Chicago. By 7:00 a.m. the berth In 
my room was made up, after the attendant scurried about to find clean linen, and I slept 
till dinner time. The train, 31 hours late leaving Libby, tore across the continent at 
breakneck speed and got us to Chicago only an hour late, so I made the connection to the 
Boston train. The rest of the trip was pleasant. Of course the derailment wasn't Am- 
trak's fault; it was nobody's fault. But i still wished that i could yell at somebody. But 
at whom do you yell? So, like the rest of the passengers, I suffered with quiet dignity. 
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Cary Mitchell writes from Connecticut that he picked up a 23mm brass token in- 
scribed LEXINGTON FESTIVAL MARKET (CAROUSEL HORSE) // GOOD FOR / ONE / 
CAROUSEL / RIDE. Does anybody know where the Lexington Festival Market is? This 
token probably is in use right now. 

Frank Kelley sends a rubbings of a 48mm brass token with blank reverse, pierced 
with an amm hole toward the edge, inscribed in incuse letters GOLDEN GATE BRIDGE / 
TOLL PLAZA / NO / 7 / SAN FRANCISCO. Frank says it was a parking token. “The 
young lady that gave It to me,” he writes, "said her grandmother had used it during 
Worid War il and that's all the information she had." 

Ernest Mehnert writes that it was he who sent in the photograph of the Berger 
Motor Co. token mentioned on page 79 of the July issue. He says the token is made of 
aluninum and is 35mm. 

Virginia King asks me to mention the upcoming meeting of IKO-TAMS at the Holiday 
Inn (Dayton Northwest) in Englewood, OWo, on October 25 6 26. Lots of tokens and no 
admission charge. Interested parties may call or write Gay Lipscomb - 5682 Venus Lane - 
Fairfield, Ohio 45014. Phone 513-874-8696. Sounds like a great show. 

Robert Saxon sends a postcard referring to page 85 of the July issue, about a 
token issued by CENTRAL TRANSPORTATION CO. He says a firm with that name 
existed In Trenton, New Jersey, from about 1925 to 1935, operating buses. Another 
member also sent in the same information. The token sounds newer than that to me, but 
as I have not seen a rubbing I’m only guessing. It's owned by a former member. 

John Niooiosi sends a rifoblng of a brass 35mm token inscribed THE MULE RANCH / 
GOOD FOR / ONE RIDE / (MULE) / MOLOKAI, HAWAII // GOOD / FOR / ALL I NIGHT. 
Incuse letter. Suffice it to say this Is someone’s Idea of a joke and the token has no- 
thing whatever to do with transportation. There are several tokens like this, all fan- 
tasies, and I only mention tNs one because every now and then someone writes and asks 
about them, thinking he has an unlisted transportation token. They all have the same 
general appearance: large brass things with incuse letters. 

Graeme Hodgkinson was inspired by our mention In the July issue on page 85 of a 
token inscribed STEAMER tRALDA. "This brings back some memories of more than 60 
years ago," he writes. “The line about the "iralda" did the trick. In the years be- 
fore and after World War I my mother had good friends that lived In St. Helens, a small 
community "down" the Columbia River from Portland. Many the time my mother would 
pack a couple handbags and take myself and my syster and load us on the "Iraida" or 
the "America" or the "Georglana" and away we would go down river for a few days visit. 
And coming home the reverse journey would stand. The iralda and the America were 
small screw-type river boats (as most of the river steamers were sternwheeler s at that 
time). The fare even for those days was very reasonable. 1 have a hunch that the 
"high water" and date on the token refer in some way to the ColumUa, Willamette Rivers 
flooding so badly that year. Not only was the downtown flooded by the backing up of 
the Willamette River, but all river traffic on the Columbia and Willamette Rivers was badly 
disrupted. Perhaps tNs was a token used for free transportation to cover an Interrupted 
trip on the Iralda. My mother and dad often spoke of the severe flooding on the rivers 
in June of 1894. Perhaps this offers some explanation." 

Erie Hansen sends a cSpptng from the West County Times of August 30, 1986, 
with the sad news that the Mare Island Ferry (CA 945 M) ceased all operations August 
29. The current owner had bought the ferry In 1921. Apparently the ferry had been 
subsidized by the Naval Shipyard at Mare Island, and budget cuts affected the ferry, 
so it had to quit. In Its heyday during World War il the ferry carried up to 55,000 
workers and military personnel a day. At the end it was carrying about 500 a day. As 
there is now a bridge to Mare Island, the ferry was considered expendable. The first 
Mare Island Ferry was established in 1854 by Capt. David Farragut. On the last day, 
August 29, the 50< turnstiles were removed and everyone could ride free, i remember 
riding the ferry with Ralph Freiberg and Duane Felsel back in 1968. Now lt*s gone. 
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Ron Schwartz of Dallas, PA, writes that at least four different tokens are now 
being used at Rocky Glen Park In Mqosjc, PA. We listed one of them as PA 1000 I In 
the July Pare Box — the one that is good for rides, among other things. Ron says 
there is also one for Bingo and the Penny Arcade, and a couple of plastics for Ungo. 

The Park, he says, originated in the early 1900’s and was serviced by the Laurel Une 
trolley (which dM not use tokens). I wrote the park myself last June and send $1.00 
for a couple of the 1000 I tokens, but never got an answer. Two weeks ago I wrote 
again and sent another dollar for a couple of the tokens. This time they answered and 
sent one of the ride tokens and another one, a 28mm alLmtinLon with the same obverse as 
PA 1000 U but with NO / CASH / VALUE on reverse. The latter, of course, whatever 
it is used for, would not be iistabie as a transportation token. Amusement ride tokens 
must say right on them that they're good for rides. 

Samuel James writes that SEPTA in Philadelphia now has the highest transit fare 
in the country; $1.25 cash fare. But if you buy tokens you save 40? per ride. Ob- 
viously with such a saving If you use tokens, there was a massive rush to buy tokens. 
SEPTA has rushed an order to have more tokens struck. It remains to be seen if the 
new ones are exactly like the old ones (PA 750 AX) or a little bit different. 

AVA President Chris O'Connor, immediately after the R>rtland Convention, topk 
off for the Far North. He rode buses up to the Yukon Territory and into Alaska 
and, io and behold, he found a new token being used in Juneau. Like most of Alas- 
ka's modern tokens, it is a very attractive one. Chris immediately arranged for our 
New issues Service to get 250 of the tokens, so N.I.S. members will have this one. 

If Chris hadn't visited Juneau it might've been a while before we learned about this 
one. 

George Menge reports a new rubber -tired trolley token from Pigeon Forge, TN. 

It's a 25mm aluminum with reeded edge Inscribed FUN TIME TROLLEY / PIGEON 
FORGE, TN / (BEAR'S HEAD WEARING CONDUCTOR'S HAT) // 25 YEARS OF FORCING 
PROGRESS / 1961-1986 / (MAN AT FORCE). Our New Issues Service has a supply of 
this token for its members, but if you aren't In N.I.S., you may purchase one from 
George at 2656 S.E. Waters Edge Lane - Topeka, KS 66605. Send him 25C +SAE. In- 
cidentally, he reports that the Catlinburg tokens (TN 320 A 6 B) are not now in use. 
Fare there is 25< cash straight. 

In this month's Catalogue Supplement we list a newly discovered depotel token 
from Thornville, OWo. Thfere is, of course, already listed a depotel token for Thorn- 
vllle, and I found a nice enlarged photo of it in the Freiberg files, wWch is repro- 
duced below. The token (OH 845 A) is a 29mm aluminum with a blank reverse. 



To the right of the Thornville token is another photo I found in the Freiberg 
files, with a notation on the back of the token that It is a 35mm aluminum with blank 
reverse. This "Dutch's Auto Bus and Livery Phone 102" token does not ring a bell 
with me at all. I don't believe the token has ever been listed, as Unidentified or as 
anything else. Does it look familiar to anyone? 

Jerry Schimmel sends a rubbing of a brass 27mm token with blank reverse, in- 
scribed GLOUCESTER / I / MILE / CAB CO. He found it in a bunch of English tokens 
and assumes it's from Gloucester, England. Is it good for a one-mile ride In an English 
taxicab? Jerry is auctioning it off in his October 23 mail bid sale. 
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At AVA Conventions i no longer expect to find much that I need in my collec- 
tion, but I did pick up one interesting token that I needed: lA 380 Hb. ! already 
had 380 Ha, pictured at the bottom of page 174 of Volume I! of the Atwood-Coffee Cat. 
Hb Is plctur^ on page 176. The differences between the two tokens are striking. 

Ha has two stars on obverse; Hb doesn't have stars on obverse. Ha has a round top 
to Its ampersand; Hb has a flat lop to its ampersand. The fact that these are listed 
only as minor varieties doesn't bother me one bit. They are entirely different and I 
was delighted to get the one I needed. Far more consequential than what I picked up, 
however, was what Bill Lonney had acquired just prior to the convention: NC 140 A, 
the extremely rare Lamb's Ferry token. There is a token I'd love to have, but for 
now i'll have to be content with admiring the rubbing that Bill gave me. 

One of our Canadian members sent me a newspaper clipping picturing AVA mem- 
ber Olivier St. Aubin of St. Laurent, Quebec. The story features Mr. St* Aubin's 
amazing home, built over a period of 14 years out of solid granite and marble, "the 
most solid home in Canada." The long-time AVA member commented about his house, 

"it should last about 600 years." It is biilt of 6,Q00 cement blocks each 36 inches 
thick at the foundation and 27 inches thick in the walls. His home has become a tour- 
ist attraction, as well it should. From the photograph in the paper, I would say it 
will last as long as the pyramids of Egypt. Congratulations! 

Virginia King reports a new discovery from her home state. The brass oval 
token is 22x28mm inscribed RGB/ BUS 6 BAGGAGE / GOOD FROM / HOTEL TO 
DEPOT II ROMBERGS / LIVERY / DECATUR IND. (all incuse letters). Sounds 
like a great find. Unfortunately the token was dug out of the ground and shows it, 
and Is bent as well. Nevertheless, who wouldn't love to have it? 

We have received the sad news that Eleanor Smith, Mrs. Kenneth Smith that Is, 
died recently of cancer. I first met Eleanor in June of 1952 when I arrived in Lbs 
Angeles aboard the "Sunset Limited" and they were there to meet the train and take 
me out to dinner at a Chinese restaurant. Her husband Kenny is one of our most 
respected members, and the world's leading expert on overseas transportation tokens. 
Our sympathy to Kenny and to their son Kirk, who Is also a life member of A.V.A. 

The most active token collectors club with a special connection to the A.V.A. 
is the Los Angeles group, from whose newsletter we are informed that their July 
meeting was, as usual well attended. Present were Steve Al pert. Bob 6 Harriet 
Carter, Boyd Cashman, Dick Bestocrd, John Barnes, Gordon Fitzgerald, Blil> Kirk, 

Fred McGinnis, Bob Ritterband, Frank Roseklinsky, Wally Shidler, Elaine Wiilahan, 
and as a special guest, Doug l^rdon. Featured at the meeting were tapes played by 
Steve Alpert of several songs recorded by "The Tokens" Rock 6 Roll group. 

Recently received is a photocopy of something I've never seen before: an oval 
cardboard punch ticket for a street railway. We list round cardboard tickets as trans- 
portation tokens, and probably would also list an oval one. But as this is a punch 
ticket, it wouldn't be listabie. Nonetheless it's a fascinating item. It Is 61x43mm 
with blank reverse. Inscribed: HELENA, HOT SPRINGS 6 SMELTER R.R. CO. / 

NO. (NUMERALS) / GOOD FOR 12 RIDES / WITHIN CITY LIMITS ONLY. 7 FORM B. 
E.D. EDCERTON (fax) PREST. / $1.00 / NOT GOOD UNLESS DULY STAMPED 
Information accompanying the photocopy explains that the Helena, Hot Springs & 

Smelter RR operated In Helena, Montana, in the early 1890's between the Northern 
Pacific Ry. passenger depotand Hotel Broadwater. Apparently It began in 1889 and 
someone else took it over in 1891. Mr. Edgerton, its president, was also president 
of the Second National Bank of Helena. The token photocopied has numbers 1 to 12 
around the top of the item, to be punched. None of them Is punched on this one. 

Finally a good suggestion from Harry Porter of Louisvilie. Instead of putting our 
tokens In 2x2 holders in those 20-pocket plastic pages, he suggests using lixli" holders, 
which would accommodate the vast majority of transit tokens. You can put 30 of these 
holders (instead of 20) to a plastic page. Result: more tokens stored; less money spent.

This information is in response to a statement in that issue . ) 

The token is inscribed: ’ W, T. PARROTT / ROUND TRIP / 25 <{! / COLBY, 
KANS. / BUS / AND / TRANSFER." The reverse offers: "GOOD FOR / ONE / 
RIDE / FROM / HOTEL TO DEPOT", By size of print the main emphasis seems 
to have been on *ONE RIDE' and on '25^', Documented information about 
the token has not been found, but much information on the hotel owned 
by the Parrott family can be found and used to infer information ajbout 
the token and Its use. 

Whether this depotel token was a part of the era of the animal - 
drawn omnibus or of the later, motorized truck and bus services, or of 
both, is not known for certain. However, the style of the token and the 
fabric of its material (aluminum) seem to belong to the first two 
decades of the 1900s more than to the second two. What is known about 
the service advertised and promoted by the token is mostly from 
reminiscences or by newspaper gleanings. From this material it is 
certain that the horse- or mule-drawn hack/dray was in use by 1904, 
though W. T. Parrott’s association with the hotel began as early as 
1902. It was in use in 'teens', though how late isn’t sure. Also, by 
1922 the animal-drawn vehicle was no longer found in photos and by 1926 
was the subject of reminiscence of a style resox'ved for something long- 
gone. More information will need to be found to be more exact. 

The Parrott hack had no top, but a 1907 competitor vehicle was 
covered and much fancier. Unfortunately, no discernible sign is on the 
other vehicle to identify it. Probably, the competition would have 
provided a good reason for a special -rate token in that time period. 
Certainly, the wording of the token indicates that W. T. Parrott wasn't 
limiting his service to just his family's hotel or to one railroad, so 
he would have needed a 'gimmick' to meet the competition, 

W. T. Parrott seemingly owned the transfer firm, but his brother, 
Charles V. , did a lot of the driving of the dray/hack for meeting the 
trains and bringing the salesmen and their trunks to the hotel. Charley 
was W. T.'s older brother. A December 1, 1904, nows short in the Colby 
Erefi ErsfiS says: 

"Charley Parrott ran over a wheelbarrow with the 'bus 
one night last week while making a train. He was thrown off 
the seat and quite severely injured. " 

Generally "'bus" means “omnibus", fitting the idea of the removable 
benches that allowed the Parrott vehicle to be both transfer dray and 
hack. When carrying passengers the dray had side benches placed so 
passengers faced inward. Salesmen's sample trunks were often loaded into 
the hack along with the salesmen, but were also transferred separately. 
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In a photo of the hotel showing 
Charley Parrott is driving the team.

Hilda, born in November, 1902, appears to be only about four years old 
in the photo, so that date seems correct. Hotel stationery in the 


museum's files uses the same picture shown above of the mule-drawn dray 


and has a date line ending 


W. T. Parrott was born near Rose Hill, Virginia, in 1882, and died 
in Colby, Kansas, in 1955. William Thomas Parrott was the second son of 
John Landon Parrott, who homesteaded in Thomas County, Kansas, in 1886. 
John L. Parrott moved his family to the O’ Pelt Hotel in Colby in 1902, 
as the manager and operators of that business. J. L. Parrott and his 
wife Ozina (rhymed with Hine-a) had nine children. W. T. was in charge 
of the kitchen and dining room and of a later coffee shop. C. V. 
(Charley) was at times the day-clerk, and at other times, the night- 
clerk. J. L. bought the hotel in 1904, and the family operated it v^ntil 
1945. At that time W. T. - Bill, Sr., as he was known around Colby - 
may already have been the proprietor of a clothes-cleaning 
establishment, and he later ran Bill's Recreation Parlor. 


The O'Pelt Hotel was built in 1886-88. It was five blocks north of 
a railroad which eventually became part of the Union Pacific. The 
Oakley-Colby Railroad Company built a line from the Union Pacific, at 
Oakley, Kansas, to Colby in 1887. The hotel was also located just 
three blocks south of the Rock Island Railroad, which was completed to 
Colby in 1886, on its way from Kansas City to Denver. An ad on 
September 23, 1926, reminisces: 


"The old horse-drawn bus toiled through the mud hub deep 
between the hotel and Rook Island station through Carp 
Lake . “ 


Microfiche at the Thomas County Historical Society Museum indicates 
that during the period from January 2, 1902, to December, 1904, traffic 
on the Rook Island Railroad increased overall. In a 1948 clipping from 
the files of the museum we learn that W. T. Parrott recalled hauling 
from forty to fifty trunks by bus from on© depot in Colby to the other, 
daily. He also remembered turning the sample rooms over to the 
traveling salesmen to show their wares. The '1812' stationery also 
mentions the "Saosple and Bath Rooms". 


A porch filled two sides of the hotel, after J. L. added it in 
1905, eund it was reported to be a favorite of the traveling salesmen who 
were a large part of the hotel's patrons. The ballroom, originally on 
the main floor with the lobby, was also known as the sample room, though 
later both were in the basement meeting rooms. The sample room was a 
major attraction for these salesmen. Hilda Parrott remembers the sample 
room contained rows of tables with salesmen's samples laid out for 
inspection by the local merchants. Her father, C. V., said. 'They did a 
lot of business in that sample room. ", when discussing it in later 
years. A 1910 souvenir edition of the Co l by Trib une said, 

"Both sample room and th® dining facilities have, been 
improved and enlarged. ...” 
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A 1922 photo showing a gasol ine-powerad truck in front of the hotel 
might indicate that the animal -powered vehicle was no longer around. A 
1926 ad shows the hotel with gasoline-powered vehicles parked around it, 
end one of them is a black bus with a large luggage rack sticking out 
the back. An addition built on the north side of the hotel in 1926 
stood where the Original stables had held the matched pair of grey mules 
for the dray and other animals. 

The O'Pelt Hotel, later the Cooper Hotel, burned in 1977. The 
Union Pacific station has been torn down or moved elsewhere, though the 
trains still carry freight and grain. The Rock Island railroad is no 
longer running, and the station is boarded-up, but still there. A few 
of W. T. and C. V. Parrott’s descendants are still in Colby, but they 
have no connections to the local hotel and transportation businesses, 
anymore. 

Two additional tokens were discovered in the estate of Jesse 
Parrott, Charles V, Parrott’s wife, who died in 1981 at the age of 100+. 
One is used, euid it was found among misoellar^eous coins and token^ the 
author was asked to sell in 1983 for Miss Hilda Parrott. The other 
token, almost as struck - certainly AU+, was discovered by Hilda among 
her mother’s jewelry in 1985, The author is a cousin of Jesse and Hilda 
Parrott, and wishes to express appreciation to Hilda and to the Thomas 
County Historical Society Museum and staff for the information furnished 
and the materials shared. 


One of the two newly discovered tokens, the one obviously used 
during the existence of W. T. Parrott’s transfer business in the early 
1900’s, is for sale to the highest bidder in a mail-bid sale to close 
one month following publication of this information in the FARE BOX. 
The winning bidder will also receive a full-size copy of the 1907 
picture of the hotel, showing the hack/dray in front of the porch. Bids 
will bo received at:

Chris O'Connor discovered the Juneau, AK, token when he visited the city on a 
trip he took right after the AVA Portland Convention. The New Issues Service has a 
supply of this token for its members. 

Tempe Transit Authority operates three rubber-tired trolleys on ho uriy schedules. 
The routes connect with Phoenix and Scottsdale transit systems. Cash fare is 75C. The 
small "s" on the obverse is for Steve Kaminsky, the manager of Tempe T ransit. The 
small "HH" on reverse is the mintmark of the Hoffman & Hoffoian mint of Carmel, CA. 

New Issues Service will distribute this token to its members. 

Hot Springs, AR 435 O, was distributed (two tokens a day) to members of a senior 
citizens program. When first called, they could not supply the token for our N.I.S., 
explaining to Bill Garrison that their supply was too short. He check«J again recently 
and learned the ride program had been suspended due to lack of funds and they were 
now willing to sell us a supply for N.i.S. 

The operator of the merry-go-round In the Balboa Fun Zone at Newport Beach, CA, 
issued CA 560 A. Since this issue made no mention of Newport Beach, many tokens were 
presented for use at a similar operation in Balboa Park in San Diego. Hence the second 
issue which the N.I.S. will handle thanks to Bill Garrison. Both issues were distribu- 
ted to schools and churches throughout the county and sold in bags of VOO to merchants. 

We listed CA 1000 AU in July 1985. It probably was a 1984 issue. Now we list 3 
dated issues which Bill Garrison picked up in person for N.i.S. when he was on a bus- 
iness trip to southern California following the AVA Convention, on a lead supplied by 
Dee Drell As previously noted, these issues are distributed by the manager of Santa 
Maria Area Transit at meetings and on other occasions. They are good for half the price 
of a full fare. The 1987 issue was probably ordered along with the 1986, but is not of- 
ficial yet. 

We lack historical information regarding the Chariton, I A, depotel token. Coffee 
and Ford stopped in this town to buy gas on our June, 1983, trip. Wish we had known 
about this token thenl 
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The Neodesha, KS, depotel listed this month has very elaborate scroll die work. 

I would guess it is one of the earliest issues of tNs operation. Has any other depotel 
operation issued more tokens? 

Bill Garrison was finally successful in obtaining a supply of the obsolete Baraga, 

Ml 55 A for New issues Service. We now list Ml 55 B, wNch N.I.S. distributed a few 
months ago. KBTA operates in L’Anse and Baraga townships. N.I.S. had to pay a 
large premium to get the 55 A. But it was either pay what they wanted or never get 
them. We went with paying the premiian. 

The Niles, Ml, Diai-a-ride system now covers NItes, Buchanan and Berrien County 
on three different routes, hence they decided to drop the reference to Niles on their 
second issue, pictured on page 48 of the May 1986 Fare Box. We lack definite informa- 
tion as to quantity issued. N.I.S. has a supply of 700 B for its members, but because 
only a limited nimiber of 700 A were available. Bill Garrison will handle these himsetf. 

TheW.I.A.T. Service listing is probably issued by the same outfit that issued 
NY 10 H. it was offered and pictured in Charles Kirtiey's auction closing August 2, 

1 986. He noted that five specimens were recently discovered at an Albany area an- 
tique show. Two styles of lettering appear on the token which fact makes it difficult 
to date it. This could be either a regular issue or a pattern. The Freiberg flies lack 
Nstorical information on tNs operation. 

Larry Kemper showed me the listed NY 998 R, like NY 575 A but bronze and solid, 
at the recent AVA Convention. Since it is a different metal, as well as being solid, it 
qualifies as a pattern listing. 

The two Mentor, OH, tokens are issues of the Transit Authority of Lake County, 
just east of Cuhahoga County, domain of Greater Cleveland RTA. In 1985 Laketran 
started two services. The bus service from Mentor to Cleveland, a commuter service, 
commenced September. 1985, immediately after a six-week demonstration of the British 
Railbus (on C&NW and GCRTA tracks) along a parallel route. The bus service is sup- 
ported by Laketran and is contracted out to a private carrier. The second bus service 
was regular, fixed-route service from Painesville to Mentor (Route 1). Laketran runs 
this service with their own forces. In 1985 Laketran purchased 1,000 blue and 2,000 
wNte plastic tokens. On the Mentor/Cieveland bus service white tokens were used from 
September, 1985, thru May, 1986. Fare was $1.75 with tokens sold at 10 for $17.00. 

Fare was hikctd to $2.00 on June 1, 1986. A change was made to blue tokens and now 
Laketran charges $19.00 for ten blue tokens. On Route 1, businesses buy blue tokens 
from Laketran and give them to their customers. For example car dealerships will give 
them to customers to use while their cars are being worked on. The white tokens have 
metallic blue printing. The blue tokens have white printing. This information was sup- 
plied for us by Frank Sherkow. 

The OH 752 A listing appears to be a seasonal rubber-tired trolley opieration. Put- 
in-Bay is situated on South Bass island in Lake Erie. Bill Garrison called the operation 
last winter. They stated a supply was short and a reorder was anticipated in the summer 
of 1986. He checked again and learned they had enough for this season after all, so did 
not reorder. We now list the token since many collectors have picked it up. We hope 
that next summer we can get both the original and the newly ordered token, if it's diff- 
erent. 

Charles McKee reported the OH 845 B several months ago. He found it in Florida! 

We now list It since, in response to a letter written to Thornviile by John Coffee, we now 
have proof that R.G. Swartz did operate a hack in this city. 

At the recent Portland convention I purchased two OR 700 R, listed 2/86. When I 
got home I noted the varieties. This token can have incuse numerals on either side. 

Details about the 1986 AVA tour are elsewhere In this issue. Greenduck of Hernan- 
do, MS, struck 350 of these for us. it will be distributed by N.I.S., and Joel Reznick 
has some extras for non-members of N.I.S. who would like to get one. 

Greater Lynchburg Transit Co. initiated a "trolley" operation this year. It runs 
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stx days a week. Its routes vary from day to day serving different neighborhoods. The 
listed token was issued in May, 1986, for five days and honored for five more days, so It 
is now an obsolete token. Cash fare is 60<;. The small rwm on obverse Is the mintmark of 
Roger Williams Mint, New Issues Service has this one for its manbers. 

Bob & Anna Butter were checking their collection and discovered that they owned 
VA 280 A but that the center device had a C instead of a D. Hence the VA 998 listing. 

We list Wheeling, WV, THROUGH 30 EAST, this month. The companion piece for 
THROUGH 30 WEST was recently listed (January 1986). 

Kenosha, Wl , inaugurated a rubber-tired shuttle/tour operation this near, a one- 
vehicle operation. Cash fere SOC, tokens available at many Lakeshore businesses at 
40<^ each. New Issues Service will distribute this token to its members. 

Krause Publications, which publishes Numismatic News and Coins Magazine, among 
other things, made 1,000 of the fantasy listing and gave them out at the recent A.N.A, 
Convention in Milwaukee. About 150 of them were distributed. But it was, according 
to AVA member Dick Grinolds who was there, definitely not necessary to have the token 
to ride the bus. So it should be thought of in the nature of a souvenir, somewhat in the 
category of the one issued a while back for the ANA San Antonio convention. Nice token, 
though, fantasy or not. Cliff Mishler made a supply of these available to our N.l.S. 

Several collectors now report owning the Anchor Taxi Company token of Sitka,i AK, 
pictured on page 62 of the June 1986 issue. We are holding up listing this token with mod- 
ern die work until we receive verification that a taxi operation with this name recently ex- 
isted it Sitka. Otherwise we have a fantasy token. We have a simitar situation regarding 
another taxi token. Lee Nott sent John Coffee a drawing of a blue plastic token with 
BUSTERS CAB on one side, and GOOD FOR 1 FREE RIDE on the other side. Exact size 
and color of printing not reported. This issue may be frcxn Kotzebue, Alaska, but we 
want more information about It and letters addressed up there have drawn no response.

= THE BASIN TRANSIT SERVICE OF KLAMATH FALLS, OREGON = 

By Paul S. Elms 

WNIe enroute to the 1986 AVA Convention In Portland, the writer and wife decided 
to spend several days at Klamath Falls, While there I decided to investigate Basin Tran- 
sit Service. After locating the main office I introduced myself to Ms Phylis Kollman, As- 
sistant to the General Manager. After explaining who I was and why 1 was there, she 
was very helpful in describing their operation. BTS has 9 active buses with 5 In daily 
use on 7 routes, 2 routes overlapping. With 30 employees, BTS operates 6 days a week. 
The management maintains a well-equipped, well-lighted and clean maintenance shop, and 
all the employees the writer talked with were welt motivated, a rarity these days! 

Ms Kollman explain that OR 400 A, issued in 1981, was good for 1 regular fare. But 
in 1983 all tokens on hand were returned to the manufacturer and anodized. OR 400 B, 
anodized blue, replaced 400 A for a regular fare (504). As some of the 400 A were in use 
during the anixlizing process, however, they are still being accepted for a regular fare 
along with 400 B. The OR 400 C (green) token is now used for a 354 senior citizen or 
handicapp>ed fare. The OR 400 D (red) token is now used as a 254 student fare. 

Thus a company, by anodizing their existing fare tokens, was able to accomplish a 
useful purpose at a reasonable price. Ms Kollman was amazed at the interest in our hob- 
by and In the Atwood-Goffee Catalogue, Vols. I 6 II. She s^d “We're listed in the Cat- 
alogue!" Again our thanks to Ms Kollman for her assistance, and best wishes for a con- 
tinuing successful business.

PASS THE BEARER // P.H. MORRIS / NEWTOWN / CLOTHING HOUSE This dif- 
fers from PA 137 B in that it is solid (not pierced) and is for Gate No. 3, instead 
of Gate No. 1. Nice find. 

In the same department, David Schenkman reports a 21mm brass token that isn't 
listed, inscribed CLIFTON / PATTERSON / BUS // ONE / FARE with "Wright Cin. 
O." in tiny letters at bottom. He picked this up in South Carolina. Perhaps some 
member will recognize it and let us know. David add that his new book on Mary- 
land merchant tokens is now at the printer's. It will be like his magnificent Vir- 
ginia book, and just as large. That being the case, it will be a beautiful piece of 
work, because David's Virginia token book is without doubt the finest state trade 
token book ever done. 


Rich Hartzog sends along a photocopy of a reuseable cardboard ticket (i.e., it 
was used over 6 over again, like a token) for a "Steamer May Lee." I reproduce 
the photocopy below, as he'd like to identify it. Interesting item.

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= THE SALEM ELECTRIC RAILWAY OF SALEM, OHIO = 

By Joe Needham and Dale E. Schaffer 

There was a time at the turn of the century when Salem residents rode 
streetcars throughout the city. The system was called the Salem Electric 
Railway Company. Founded in 1888 by Milton Davis, who was the chief financial 
backer and president, it began operating on May 23, 1890, and continued service 
until 1911. Offices were located at 210 East Main Street. 

Tracks for the electric railway began on Depot (South Ellsworth Avenue) 
south of MitI Street and close to the company's power plant on Locust Street. 
The tracks went north on Depot to Main Street, east to Garfield (North Lincoln 
Avenue), and on out McKinley (East State, which was named for McKinley after 
the President's assassination) to Park Avenue. Tracks then followed Park 
Avenue (a dirt street at the time) to the old fair grounds entrance at the 
southeast corner of Park and Maple. These tracks were used only during the 
summer fair season (the first fair being held September 16-19, 1890). 

At the corner of Garfield and McKinley (once known as "Assassination 
Square"), a set of tracks branched off north and out to the top of the hill in 
front of Hope Cemetery. The trolley on that route was called "Old Dolly" and 
the "Toonerville Trolley." There were crude switches for the rails at Lincoln, 
Park and the Main Street carbarn. A steel rod hung at one end of the car 
was used manually to switch the tracks when necessary. On Depot near Main 
Street there was a bypass track. 

Power for the system had to be converted from 22,000 volts AC to 650 volts 
DC, and there were substations at various points to bolster the power. 

The Salem Electric Railway's first carbarn, a long building, was located where 
Salem Public Library now stands along East State Street. It was torn down 
to satisfy Andrew Carnegie's requirement that the library be built on a main 
street in a convenient location. There was a lot of haggling over this issue, 
but the library was finally built in 1905. A carbarn facility was then made 
available on Depot. For the remaining six year's of the company's existence, 
the trolleys were repaired and maintained at that location. A larger generator 
was installed at this time to satisfy the increasing demand for electricity In 
homes and businesses. 

There were various sizes and types of trolley cars. The single-truck car 
was the smallest, having four wheels located In the center. DC motors were 
attached directly to the wheels. This is the size of car that went up Garfield 
Avenue to Hope Cemetery. The motors on it may have been somewhat larger 
to supply the horsepower necessary to climb the hill between Main and Third 
(High Street), That hill, incidentally, caused some real problems for the 
trolley. Mischievous youngsters played pranks of greasing the tracks with lard, 
making it nearly impossible for the wheels to get traction. When it came down 
the hill the trolley would take off sliding like a sled. A container of sand for 
the rails was provided at the front of the car, out of which a pipe extended 
almost to the rails. Another prank the kids pulled was piling on the back end, 
rocking the car and attempting to derail it while it was moving. The conductor 
also had to be on constant watch to prevent pranksters from pulling the ceiling 
switch that cut off all power, and from their trying to pull the trolley pole off 
the wire. 

A story is told about several inebriated young men drinking in Hope 
Cemetery. One of them climbed on top of the Civil War Monument to give the 
soldier a drink. The marble statue toppled over, chipping off part of the 
soldier's cap and breaking the young man’s leg. He was dragged and placed 
across the Garfield tracks so that he and his friends could say that he had 
been hit by the trolley. One teenager ended up leaving town temporarily 
because of the incident. The parents agreed to have the statue- replaced — the 
one you now see at the south entrance — and the soldier with the chipped hat 
was relocated In front of the Wallace Meyers vault. 

The larger double-truck car had two sets of four wheels, one set at each 
end. It took four motors to run it. Seats in the enclosed car ran 
lengthwisealong the sides, while seats in the summer car — a six-bench car — which 
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had awnings that puUed down to protect against the rain, extended across Its 
width. In the older cars there was an enclosed cab for the motorman. The 
headlight was on the top of the roof rather than below the driver's windshield. 

The Salem Electric Railway began with three single-truck, open-platform 
closed cars. Soon they added two six-bench open cars {numbers 4 and 5) for 
summer service. A few years later the ■ company purchased two deck-roof 
closed cars that were somewhat larger. They replaced two of the original cars. 
The one remaining original car was then assigned to the Garfield Avenue run. 

The electric trolley cars in Salem had no front or back ends. They traveled 
in both directions without the motorman ever having to turn them around. At 
the end of his run he simply removed his control handle, went to the other 
end and prepared to run the DC motor in the opposite direction. 

Often in the winter the pulley wheel on the trolley pole would freeze up with 
ice. When it touched the wire a flashing arc would light up the sky like an 
electric welder. Because of this the motorman would always carry an extra 
pulley as a replacement. 

The control box for the motorman was actually a rheostat that regulated the 
amount of voltage going to the motors. More voltage meant faster speed. The 
overhead electric wire was the positive and the rails were the negative ground. 
To reverse the DC motors the motorman simply reversed the current to tne 
motors. His reason for removing the control handle at the end of his run, when 
he reversed the car, was to prevent a prankster at the back end from directing 
the current one way while he was directing It another. 

Despite the small size the cars were powerful. Summer cars going to the 
fair grounds were often overloaded, with people hanging all over them. 
Sometimes they even towed second cars like trailers, especially when one became 
disabled. Drawbars on both ends of the cars made this possible. 

The fare on the trolley was 5 cents, or six aluminum tokens for a quarter. 

A paper transfer was needed to go to Hope Cemetery. The Salem Historical 
Museum has samples of these items, along with many photographs. 

Conductors often went out of their way to perform chores that would be 
beyond the call of duty by today's standards. On request they would stop 
at stores downtown, pick up certain items of groceries, deliver them to homes 
along their routes. They would even transfer the groceries to the conductor 
on the Garfield run. 

On December 9, 1911, operation of the trolley was suspended. The city was 
simply not large enough to support the system. City and company officials also 
could not agree on a new franchise. The company, nevertheless, decided to 
give Salem shoppers a Christmas present by operating for one more day. So 
on December 23, 1911, the trolleys gave residents their final ride, returning 
that evening to the Depot carbarn for the last time. They were never seen 
on Salem streets again. It was, indeed, the end of an exciting era.

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= THOSE "LIGHT BRONZE" TOKENS FROM FARGO AND SIOUX CITY = 

By Kenneth E. Smith 

Just after World War 11, in late 1945, a returning veteran showed up at the 
Northwest Coin Club in Minneapolis for a meeting, and among the stuff he had 
with him was some very interesting material. He was from New York State and 
lived in the vicinity of the Moriah Plank Road, and had a brown and a black 
vulcanite of that road, and also a large copper unlisted token from the same 
plank road. He also had some other rarities such as the Kingston & Rondout 
tokens from upper New York State. 

In addition he had an amazing number of Johnson Fare Box company samples, 
which he had acqtiired from the estate of an elderly gentleman he knew, who 
had represented Johnson Fare Box Co, between 1915 and about 1935. He had 
two cards, identical, which consisted of AL 998 A,B, and C, the three patterns 
from Mobile, 

He also had some cards showing the first 23mm and 16mm tokens. What hap- 
pened, I gather, was that the first orders for the new registering fare boxes 
that could handle both 16mm and 23ram tokens were from Fargo, ND, and Sioux 
City, lA, almost simultaneously. It seems that Johnson Fare Box Co. worried 
about the possibility of counterfeiting the new 23mm nickel tokens (i.e., ithe 
WM tokens), so they sent some special tokens to be tested. Both Sioux City 
and Fargo apparently received about 2,000 each of special WM tokens with im- 
bedded flecks of material which gave the tokens the appearance of very light 
bronze. These special "light bronze" tokens were to be used alongside the 
regular WM tokens, to test them for wear, and also apparently to see if anyone 
might be able to counterfeit the material. 

These special "light bronze" tokens cost considerably more than regular WM 
tokens to produce, and as no counterfeits showed up, and the regular 23mm 
WM tokens proved satisfactory, the "light bronze" tokens were dropped. 

The man said he was not certain if he had been told by the old salesman 
if a third or fourth city had also received such "Hght bronze" experimental 
tokens as well. This veteran had several of these 23mm and 16mm salesman 
cards. As I recall, they consisted of a 17mm WM token, a 17mm copper token, 
and a 23mm Sioux City token and a 23mm Fargo token. The tokens all had small 
holes drilled at the top. Most of the 23ram tokens on these cards were WM 
tokens, but a few were these special "Hght bronze" experimental tokens. Some 
of the 17mm were from Fargo and Sioux City, as I remember, but there were 
others . 

I was to see him at the next Northwest Club meeting, but he apparently left 
town and I have never seen him again,

Change the price in 
your catalogue to 35C. Too many tokens are now chasing too few collectors, 
in this case.

= NOTES BY HAROLD V, FORD = 

The Eureka Springs, AR 300 D was reported early in 1986. Bill Garrison 
researched and learned this issue was in short supply. When a new issue was 
made the owner would release the old one and make the new one available to our 
New Issues Service. Bill has obtained a few of 300 D and sent a quantity of 300 
E to NIS. 

The Decatur, IN, depotel listing is a ''dug" specimen, discovered at a Decatur 
flea market. This primitive token was reported as copper but we list as brass 
since ’’dug" brass tokens usually acquire the appearance of copper. 

Gaylord, Ml 345 A is a 50< student fare and has been in use about 5 years. 

The NIS will handle this token and is working on another one from this operation 
that we shall shortly list. 

The Harbor Trolley System of Grand Haven, Ml, operates two rubber-tired trol- 
ley routes; the Grand Haven Trolley and the Spring Lake Connector. The set 
of 6 colored tokens (360 E-J) were initially issued, and the colors has no reported 
significance. Since these tokens were distributed by local merchants, perhaps 
a color was assigned to a specific merchant? Joel Reznick contacted the local auth- 
ority and learned that 360 E-J were in short supply. They offered to make a sup- 
ply available after they had a new issue. They have now retired this set and Joel 
has made them available thru his ad in The Fare Box. The NIS will not hanie as 
the quantity is limited. The four 1986 issues will be distributed by NIS. 

We have been working on the Nassau County Department of Social Services is- 
sue for nearly a year. The local authority has not been cooperative by the "front 
door approach." With the help of Ken Smith we obtained a quantity via the back 
door. This welfare Issue is currently used at one center in Mineola for travel by 
clients to return to their homes late in the evening and only on one bus route that 
passes the center. They are given a transfer for continued travel on other routes. 
The headquarters of the county department of social services is Freeport. The 
token may have been used also at other centers, but now only Mineola, hence the 
Freeport listing. The numeral 3 on the reverse is to indicate the third issue. Two 
previous issues are reported to ber "1" in WM, about the same size, issued about 
ten years ago, and "2" in a larger size truck in brass or bronze. No specimens 
remain at the issuing authority. Maybe a few will turn up through "foreign" sources 

The new Tulsa listing was ordered to supplement the depleted supply of 860 T. 
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Due to the small quantity ordered, we assume it was issued as a merchant distribu- 
tion promotion, as was 860 T. Our NIS will handle this one, thanks to Bill Garrison. 

The Pigeon Forge> TN, Fun Time Trolley is another rubber-tired trolley operation. 
This tourist operation operates year round on a 15-20 minute schedule and is avail- 
able for charter rides. Cash fare is ZBC, group discount rates being available. 

Ten tokens for $2.00 to 1,000 tokens for $100.00. Our NIS will handle this one. 

Does anyone recognize Unidentified #209? The die work looks modern. 

Last month we listed what appeared to be a new discovery: KS 680 J. Since 
it appears to be very similar to 680 I, we wonder why slash-marks were omitted 
from this listing in the 4th edition of Atwood- Coffee. No rubbing was found in 
the Freiberg File. The 680 I was initially reported by Cordon Wold and listed on 
page 184, December 1967, as 680 G. Since the notes in that issue did mention 
scroll work, I asked Cordon to send me a rubbing of his piece. His piece is Iden- 
tical to the new listing. So correct KS 680 K to read the same as 680 J, then de- 
lete the new listing. Yhe size should be 28mm. Delete period after TEL, and add 
scroll work comment to obverse. Volume II on page 196, the pictures from top 
to bottom are: 680 Da, E, F(variety), G, H. A different variety of 680 F is on 
page 152. The second picture Is 680 E, not Db as was noted in the "Index to 
TT Illustrated" supplement.

= BIG VECTURIST TURNOUT AT LONDON TOKEN CONGRESS = 


More than 70 collectors attended the combined British Token Congress 86 and 
3rd European Token Conference held September 13 and 14, 1986, at the Tufnell ^Park 
Hall of Residence of The Polytechnic of North London, England. Among AVA members 
present were Gilnter Fritz (West Germany), Jaime Saez Salgado (Portugal), Roland 
Elle (France), and Yosef Sa'ar (Israel). Former member Jergen SiJmod (Denmark) 
was also a participant. 

Among the 14 lectures delivered Included John Tolson’s illustrated talk, 
"Pieces of Plastic: A Personal Look at UK Bus and Tram Tickets." It was a 
comprehensive survey of British transport tokens from the early metal omnibus 
tokens of Manchester, England, and Dundee, Scotland, to the modern plastic bus 
tokens used by many local operators. 

Two brother collectors from Cardiff, Wales, showed me rubbings of two 
different values of the Old Passage Ferry tokens from Aust, England, 9 and 12 
(Pence?). Additionally, an oval 47x26mm tin, OLD PASSAGE FERRY / AUST 9 token 
rubbing was exhibited. All three pieces are from the Newport (Wales) Museum 
collection. From the same city, I was shown a WM oval NEWPORT TRAMWAYS fare token, 
also uncatalogued. 

Gunter Fritz reported purchase of an old collection of Hungarian 
transportation tokens, almost 120 different. Including many unlisted. Roland Elie 
announced plans for a new comprehensive catalogue of French value tokens since 
1800. He does not expect the book to appear, however, before 1988. Jaime Saez 
Salgado promised to investigate a purported old ferry token from the Portuguese 
Indian colony of Diu. It was Illustrated in J.F. Schimmel's No. 13 Mail Bid List. 
Another specimen was reported to have turned up in Hamburg, West Germany'. 

Flans were discussed and a sample form distributed to those interested in 
the "Token Literature" bibliographic project of the European Token Society. 
Coordinator is AVA member J. Thingvad, Lapmejsevej 9, DK-6500 Vojens, Denmark. 

The 4th European Token Conference is scheduled for the Fall of 1987 in Rome, 
Italy. Dr. Ciro Marta will be the organizer. More details will follow.

On page 514 of Volume II of the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue there is a story, 
from a Street Railway Journal published back in the 1880's, about a celluloid 
token picturing a streetcar. In the magazine, accompanying the story, were 
photos of the token. Unfortunately I was unable to include them in the book. 
That has now been rectified. Above are 2x enlarged photos of the token, which 
has never been seen by a collector. It's a beautiful little token. 






I also recently acquired MT 140 J in a swap. This token was listed in the 
July 1984 Fare Box. From the 2x enlarged pictures above you will see that the 
wording is similar to MT 140 H which is pictured on page 352 of Volume 11. But 
there are also startling differences. For instance, you will notice that there 
are two rosettes on the obverse of 140 J, but none on 140 H. And the flag and 
pennants atop the merry-go-round on 140 H point to the right; on 140 J they 
point to the left. And of course on H there is a manufacturer's name, but there 
is none on J. Not owning 140 C, I can't say if it is like H or like J. 

On page 100 of the September issue we described a big 48mm brass token 
owned by Frank Kelley, who said at the time that it was a parking token. He 
now has fairly good information that it was really used as a pass between 1937 
and 1955. We'd like to learn more about this item. 
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WILLIAM H. HARDY AND THE HARDY TOLL ROAD (AZ 680 B) 

By Paul S. Elms 

William Harrison Hardy was born in Allegheny County, NY, on April 25, 1923. 
After attending local schools, he settled in Wisconsin for a short time prior to 
joining a wagon train for California in 1849. He was elected to head a group 
of 100 persons and was thereafter known as Captain Hardy, although he held 
no military commission. He arrived in California in 1850, where he was engaged 
in mercantile pursuits and amassed a fortune for those days. The federal census 
of 1865 lists Hardy's property as $5,000 in 1864. While in California Mr. Hardy 
had contracted with the U.S. Government to deliver all supplies for the newly 
established military headquarters at Whipple Barracks, near where the present 
city of Prescott is now situated. 

Mr. Hardy arrived in Arizona in 1864 (January), having come overland by 
horseback, riding his famous horse "Old Yallar.” This horse was equally as 
famous as his master. In 1873 Mr. Hardy sold Old Yalier to a Mr. Bear of 
Prescott for "three hundred dollars and a good home," a right good price for 
a horse in those days. 

Mr. Hardy purchased the ferry that crossed the Colorado River upon his 
arrival in Arizona Territory and erected several buildings on the east sidd of 
the river, establishing the town known as Hardy ville, A.T. At this time the 
Colorado River was navigable from the Gulf of California to Hardy ville. Steam 
or sailing ships either sailed from San Francisco or "around the Horn" from 
eastern seaports to dock at the river mouth and transfer freight to river boats, 
sidewheelers or sternwheelers , wide bottomed shallow draft ships that could 
traverse the river 365 miles up river to Fort Mohave or Hardyville, 9 miles north. 
At times of high water, ocean-going ships would unload at Fort Yuma for points 
south and east, Tucson and El Paso. 

Hardyville became the first county seat of Mohave County and the most upper 
steamboat landing on the Colorado River. Mohave County A.T. at this time was 
the 5th largest county in the United States in area. 

Prior to Mr. Hardy’s arrival on the river he had purchased in Los Angeles 
40 yoke of oxen and a number of wagons built at a cost of $600 each to help 
build the toll road from Hardyville to Fort Whipple and over the mountains to 
Camp Verde. He also bought 8 six-mule teams in San Bernardino to do the 
hauling. 

In 1865 Mr. Hardy completed the toll road to Whipple Barracks and started 
on the job of hauling 800 tons of freight to its destination. The cost of building 
the toll road was $35,000 in 1865 money. Prior to building the toll road he 
had improved the road west of the river to San Bernardino (he had done this 
while bringing his 40 yoke of oxen east to work on the toll road). He was then 
awarded a mail contract to hayul the mail between Whipple Barracks and San 
Bernardino . 

The completed toll road headed northeast from Hardyville, up over Union 
Pass to Beale Springs (now Kingman), A.T., thence past a toll gate at Aztec 
Pass, southeast to Camp Tollgate, continuing south across Walnut Creek to 
Whipple Barracks. Camp Tollgate was established on May 9, 1869, to help guard 
the toll road from Indian attacks. It was l^ter renamed Camp Hualpai, on August 
1, 1870. 

The road cross four mountain ranges and was 160 miles in length. Even 
with teams of mules and horses working the road, it never was considered a 
"boulevard." Local travellers even said "A few rocks were kicked out of the 
way with a pair of good boots"! 

Indians were a constant problem on the toll road , especially i*enegade groups 
that were outcasts from their regular tribes. It is reported that Mr. Hardy 
killed more Indians in single combat than any pioneer in Mohave County. 
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The Walapai (Pine Tree Folk) tribe hated him bitterly and were always trying 
to get him. The Walapais lived in central Arizona, above the Mohave tribe, and 
occupied the Hualapai, Yavapai, and Sacramento valleys, and the Cerbat and 
Aquarius Mountain ranges. They lived ”by the chase” and on roots and seeds. 
Captain Hardy killed their chief Wabbayum at Beale Springs and some of the 
chief's warriors when he was attacked by them, and the Indians respected Mr. 
Hardy after that. On July 15, 1865, Mr. Hardy made a contract with the Walapai 
chiefs Waubayuma, Hitchie Hitchie, and Sherum, the Indians to get $150 worth 
of merchandise for the right of Mr. Hardy and others to travel unmolested 
through the Indian country on the Hardy Toll Road. 

However, renegade Indians still harassed Hardy's freight teams, so Mr. Hardy 
thought they should be taught a lesson. Earlier, on the road up Piute Hill, 
west of the river, he had been jumped by Piutes on fresh ponies and had to 
run for his life on Old Yallar. The pack mule could not keep up, so he had 
to be cut loose. Mr. Hardy lost the pack mule and supplies, but did get back 
to Hardy ville in one piece. He would not say what happened, but early one 
morning he left Hardy ville leading a broken down old mule loaded with supplies, 
crossed the river ferry, headed into California for the road up Piute Hill, fbe 
Indians again jumped him, as he knew they would, again he cut loose the pack 
mule, but this time he camped out in the desert overnight, returning the next 
morning to where he had lost the mule and took the trail up into a canyon where 
there was good grass and water. There lay 14 dead Indians, and nearby grazed 
14 Indian ponies and one mule! Mr. Hardy had mixed a bag of brown sugar 
with two bottles of strychnine, knowing all Indians had a sweet tooth. He 
reached home with his bunch of Indian ponies and one mule and "a grin on his 
face like a Cheshire cat." The Indians in this area never bothered him again. 
Later they came in and made a treaty. 

So again he was bothered by the renegades or the Hardy Toll Road, very 
little protection was given him by the small n iitary garrisons, most of the 
military having pulled out for the Civil War. / this time patience had ceased 
to be a virtue with the old gentleman so he ^ranged with a group of his 
teamsters to go into a camp in a certain location, and when the Indians arrived 
for the purpose of pillage, to abandon the camp and supplies without any attempt 
of defense. These supplies included groceries, flour and a consignment of 
whiskey, doped with enough arsenic to destroy a regiment. As was expected 
the Indians raided the abandoned camp and finding the "fire water” proceeded 
to indulge themselves with the poisoned whiskey and food. Some time later 
a party of six miners arrived at the scene of the abandoned camp and found 
the skeletons of 17 Indians. Mr. Hardy said he was of the opinion that "these 
Indians died of drinking too much whiskey”! On August 20, 1868, Lleva Lleva, 
head chief of the Walapais, south of the road, came in and said his Indians 
wanted peace. 

Mr. Hardy's selection of his city was unfortunate as far as freighting to the 
Prescott country was concerned, as in 1869 a good road was opened from 
Ehrenberg (across the river on the A.T. sid^ from Blythe, CA> to Prescott 
and Fort Whipple. Ehrenberg is only 80 miles upstream from Yuma, and is a 
much shorter distance to Fort Whipple . It closely followed what was later U . S . 
Route 60, via Quartzsite, Vickburg, Congress, then U.S. 89 to Prescott. The 
government canceled his big , freight contract to Whipple Barracks causing him 
a heavy loss. Mr. Hardy then turned his oxen loose in the river bottom, and 
when they were fat sold them to the army quartermaster for beef, and abandoned 
the toU road. However, the government some years later aBowed him $18,000 
as recompense for his loss. 

Mr. Hardy soon moved to Kingman, A.T., and built a large freight warehouse, 
also ran various stage lines to the many mines that soon opened in the area. 
The A » P Railroad (now the Santa Fe) arrived in Kingman in 1882. As a shrewd 
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businessman, Mr, Hardy was ready when it rolled in. The A & P RR had also 
reached Ash Fork, A.T,, the previous year. A short road was constructed south 
through the Chino Valley to Prescott (then the territorial capital). 

On August 10, 1883, the rails reached Needles, CA, where the A & P 

connected with the Southern Pacific, having been built east from the West. 

Hardy ville became a ghost town. The adobe buildings crumbled and fell down. 
Now Bullhead City , AZ, includes what was once Hardy ville, and gambling casinos 
line the Nevada west bank only a few yards north of the ferry crossing. Fast 
tourist boats cross the river to Laughlin, NV, and a glance up the river shows 
Davis Dam, which now controls the river from floods and also is an important 
hydro-electric installation. 

Mr. Hardy sold his various business ventures in Prescott, and soon got into 
the mining business. He owned the Hardy Mine near Gold Roads, and the 
Fairfield Mine in Mineral Park, near Chloride, A.T. He also invested in horses, 
cattle, and angora goats. 

He visited Washington, DC, and made a claim against the government for 
$2,500 as Postmaster at Hardyville. The Postoffice Department had duly 
appointed him Postmaster but had forgotten to pay him. The same day he 
received payment for two other claims against the government: one for $18,000 
and one for $2,500. He also met with the Postmaster General and recommended 
that mail sacks be constructed with rivets, a suggestion that was adopted and 
used. As Mr. Hardy also had a harness shop, he was aware of the strength 
of rivets. 

Mr. Hardy was well educated for the times, and a staunch Republican. He 
was elected to the 2nd, 3rd, 4th, and 15th, Legislative Assemblies _ in 
1865,1866,1867, and 1889, at Prescott, the territorial capital. He left Arizona 
because of illness in 1905 and died at Whittier, California, at the home of a sister 
in 1906. 

The Hardy Toll Road token is very elusive. It is listed as Unique (RIO) 
in Birt’s Tokens of Arizona . It does exist, however, as scarce as it may be. 
Only one or two known. 

Today as you travel throughout Mohave County and . the Prescott area, or 
travel on U.S. Route 93, crossing Burro Creek, driving through Wikieup, and 
approach Big Sandy Wash, stop and listen a moment. You may hear Captain 
Hardy's teamsters cracking their whips as they crossed this area on their way 
to Whipple Barracks! 
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and the writer's travels throughout this area, personal obse^atlons, and Interest in the American 
Vecturist Association.

= NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD = 

Fort Wayne, IN 290 E was listed in October 1975. Now we list a similar Issue. 
This line operated In the early 1930's between Fort Wayne and Churubusco, 
IN. It is interesting to note it is CHURUBUS CO on 290 E, and CHURUBUSCO 
on the new listing. 

The Muncie Indiana Transit System token is a school fare which our New 
Issues Service will handle. Note that all of the obverse inscription faces towards 
the edge. Hence no slashes for the inscription. 

Ludington Mass Transportation Authority has made a supply of the listed 
tokens available to our N.I.S. When 585 D was reordered, a brighter red plastic 
was used. Fares were initially 25C back in 1981. Now all rides are 50<?. Hence 
one blue or two red tokens are needed for a ride. 
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Las Cruces Area Transit began operations on April 21, 1986. It is a 3-bus 
operation in the city and a one-bus operation on the New Mexico State University 
campus. It carries about a thousand passengers daily. This token was struck 
by Roger Williams Mint and our N.I.S. wiii handle it. 

The Bucks County, PA, turnpike token was mentioned last month by Mr. 
Coffee. This token is solid and PA 137 B is pierced, probably not as issued. 
So If another B turns up as a solid we shall correct the listing. So I may adjust 
the AVA census. I'd like to know who now owns the Wrightown £ Newtown 
Turnpike Co., PA 137 B, listing. 

This past April we listed four of the City Taxi £ Auto Co. issues from 
Vancouver, BC. Now we add a fifth, which was discovered when a targe British 
Columbia collection changed hands. Again, we note, this series probably dates 
from the 1920's. Why the different tokens and just how they were used is 
uncertain. 

The C. £ C. livery service was started by John S. Cameron and Alan A. 
Calwell in 1906 and the name C £ C was still listed in the 1980 Victoria phone 
book. It was known as the C £ C Taxi Service Ltd from 1918, or earlier. Jhis 
token is probably circa the early post World War I era, if one Is to judge ffrom 
its die work.

= THE CLIFTON PATTERSON BUS TOKEN = 

In last month's Issue of THE FARE BOX on page 114 I mentioned that David 
Schenkman had picked up a nice token of unknown origin. The token is a 21mm 
brass inscribed CLIFTON / PATTERSON 7 BUS II ONE / FARE with "Wright 
Cin. O." in tiny letters at the bottom. The latter, obviously, is the name of 
the token manufacturer. 

Comes now a letter from David Schenkman who says that at the recent IKO 
TAMS show he learned the origin of the token from AVA member Jerry Schaeper. 
Jerry, it seems, has owned one of the Clifton Patterson tokens for five years, 
and he obtained it from an elderly resident of Newport, Kentucky. Suspecting 
the token was of local origin, Jerry investigated and came up with the following. 

Clifton is a section of the city of Newport, although prior to 1936 it was a 
separate city. The Clifton area is known as "The Hill," and after talking to 
residents of that place, Jerry learned that the Clifton Patterson Bus Line was 
a tiny one-bus operation that ran only for about a year in 1929 or 1930. Its 
single vehicle was a Mack bus, a converted huckster wagon. There was another 
bus owned by the firm, but it was used strictly for parts because the Mack was 
constantly breaking down. 

Owner of this operation was a Mr. Harold Schweitzer, and his bus ran down 
Patterson Street into Newport, and possibly it also crossed over the Central 
Bridge across the Ohio River into Cincinnati. Apparently the chief function of 
the bus was to carry employees of the Newport Rolling Mill from their homes on 
"The Hill" to the Mill. 

A token used by so tiny and short-lived an operation will almost certainly 
always be rare, but the one never knows, does one?

Harry Crow reported the East Lansing piece a few weeks ago. It is 
a companion to the 22mm B token. Karl will try to obtain for PATNIS. 

Harry also reports that the Y M C A token has been obsolete for at 
least five years. The parking lot has been done away with and houses 
built on the site. Harry advises that there are no tokens available. 

The Vermont token was found by Marvin in a batch of other tokens. 
Apparently, new ones were ordered, and the Roger Williams mintmark was 
added. This should not be a difficult token to obtain, but Karl will 
work on it for us. 

The ST. LUKES token is in current use and hopefully our PATNIS 
manager will be successful in obtaining a batch for PATNIS. 

You took note above in the Additions & Corrections section that 
VA-3170-A and B were deleted. Back in the February 1977 FARE BOX, 

Duane Feisel had obtained a large number of Myer & Wenthe records 
indicating various and sundry tokens had been ordered but there was no 
apparent information as to the actual usage of the tokens. Duane 
implied as much in his notes in that issue. In the past few weeks, 
our PATNIS manager, Karl Gabsch, had done considerable research into 
these two tokens, and the following interesting story emerges. Back 
in the 1940's, there were two separate beaches in Buckroe, one for 
whites and another for blacks. The entire beach was known as Buckroe 
Beach Park owned by a Mr. Stephens. In particular, the black area of 
the beach, operated by a Mr. J. Ward, was known as Bay Shore. To gain 
access to the black section of the beach proper, one had to enter 
through a turnstile which was token operated (the tokens were 
purchased for a cost of 3 for 50c). Each of the parks (black & white) 
had their own various rides, with approximately 37 rides at Buckroe 
Beach Park and around 25 or 30 rides at Bay Shore. Both parks have 
been closed for several years and the city of Buckroe Beach bought 
Buckroe Park for the purpose of erecting condominiums. Bay Shore, the 
black section of the beach is now a deserted empty lot. Both the white 
metal and bronze tokens were used at the turnstile for beach 
admittance, and therefore, obviously not parking tokens. A thank-you 
to Karl for his in depth research into these tokens and thereby 
putting them into their true perspective. Mr. Ward still resides in 
the area and it is he that Karl interviewed to obtain all the 
fore-going information. 

Nothing is known about these Eurocoin tokens that are surfacing. 

It is possible that they are amusement tokens, or that they are 
actually used for parking purposes. Does any body recognize them? 

Can anybody give us the headquarter location of SENTRY SECURITY 
CONTROLS?? 

Thanks to the leg-work done by Larry Kemper, we can mark the 
IL-3285 series obsolete.

MYSTERY OF THE RAZORBACK COIN SHOW PLASTIC IS SOLVED 

Last month on page 114 I ran a picture of a 46mm plastic token with blank 
reverse inscribed "Good For Round Trip to Woodies Razorback Coin Show" and 
said I had no idea of Its origin. Comes now a letter from AVA member Cliff 
Mishler with a photocopy of an article from the August 4, 1984, issue of Numis- 
matic News with a picture of the token and its story. 

This token, according to the story, was given to dealers attending the Razor- 
back Coin Show in Little Rock, Arkansas. "It identified them for transportation and 
for entry to a pre-show party at Woodies," says the article. Only 205 of the tok- 
ens were produced, and after the show they were sold by their progenitor for $1.50 
to anyone who wanted one. The address of the issuer is given as Mclntire Rare 
Coins - P.O. Box 546 - Jacksonville, AR 72076. But as that was over two years 
ago I doubt if any are left. 

I do not believe that we shall be listing this one, but I am glad, at least to be 
able to give the full story behind it.

Speaking of Joel reminds me that I have just received my color photograph 
of the conventioneers at the Portland AVA Convention, assembled on the trolley 
platform. It is a beautiful 8x10 color photograph, flattering to everyone (we all 
look younger than we are), and a wonderful keepsake to remind us of what a good 
time we had there. Joel has some left. Order directly from him at only $3.50 pp. 

We swap subscriptions with The Journal of the Transport Ticket Society of 
Great Britain, and every once In a while 1 learn of tokens In there. In the Octo- 
ber issue, just received by ship mall. Is a picture of a new pair of plastic tokens 
being used by the Tuckton Railway, which is one of those little tourist jobs. The 
tokens are inscribed TUCKTONIA / 1 TOKEN / NO CASH REFUNDS. As the pic- 
ture shows only one side, I don't know if the reverse is blank or has something 
else on it. The token is 37mm, and looks like those German amusement ride plas- 
tic jobs. Red tokens are sold individually at 25p; black tokens are sold in bulk 
at a discount. I don't know how one would go about getting these, ,but perhaps 
one of our U.K. members will write and tell us. 

Mort Dawson sends a rubbing of a PA 750 AS with a neat 11mm center hole. 
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He wonders if it might have been done officially by the Leage Island Ferry Co., 
which issued the token, as it seems to be such a professional job. My own sus- 
picion is that it's a home-made job, but if anyone else has one like this, let us know. 

In Smith's Catalogue of World Transportation Tokens, from Barquisimeto, Vene- 
zuela, is listed a bronze 16mm school token. 1 have just acquired a token similar to 
it, except that mine is a WM 16mm with type 2 bus on both sides. The inscriptions 
are the same, except that Smith has the inscription as "C.A. AUTOBUSES DE 
BARQUISIMETO" while my token has "CA. AUTOBUSES DE BARQUISIMETO" which 
1 suspect is correct. "Ca." would presumably be an abbreviation for "compania." 

So I wonder if Smith's listing is incorrect, or If I have a new listing. At the same 
time I also acquired a 20mm bronze adult token from the same firm, inscribed: 

CA. AUTOBUSES DE / BARQUISIMETO (BUS, type 2} // BUENO FOR UN PASAJE 
(BUS), which is pictured below, enlarged 2x. With these two tokens, I picked up 
another 16mm bronze token with a bar in center. Inscribed R. FASQUELLE / 
AUTOBUSES (ARROW THRU CIRCLE) II PASAJE EXCOLAR (BUS, type 2). I don't 
know where this is from but 1 dimly remember seeing its inscription somewhere. I 
presume it is also from Venezuela as it came with the other two, and its reverse is 
exactly like the 16mm Barquisimeto token. Ail three tokens are evidently the wPrk 
of Meyer & Wenthe, probably struck in the period between 1936 and 1952 when l!he 
type #2 bus was being used on tokens. Below to the right of the Barquisimeto 
20mm token are photographs of the Fasquelle token, also enlarged 2x. 



Recently a museum in Charleston, SC, requested photographs of SC 310 A 
from my collection. I brought it home from the bank vault and photographed it, 
and also decided to picture it here, as I don't recall that this little beauty has 
ever been pictured anywhere before. So far as I am aware there are only four 
of these known to collectors. Below are the photos, enlarged 2x. 



Finally, someone sent me photos of some stamps picturing old trolley cars, 
issued by East Germany. The stamps are kind of nice, so here are photos of them. 
The cars shows were used in Leipzig in 1896 (20 pf) and Berlin in 1919 (40 pf).
